TO BE OBSERVED IN THE ` 


LIBRARY OF MISSISSIPPI. 


ARTICLE 1. The Library shall be opened every day during the 
session of the Legislature, Sundays excepted, from nine o’clock in 
the morning till three o’clock in the afternoon. 

Arr. 2. In the recess of the Legislature, it shall be open three 
days in the week—Monday, Wednesday, and Friday, from nine 
o'clock in the morning to three o'clock in the afternoon, and on no 
other day. But during the sessions of the High Court of Errors 
and Appeals, the Court of Chancery, and the Circuit Court of the 
United States, the Judges of those Courts shall have access to the 
Library every day in the week, Sundays excepted, from nine 
. o'clock in the morning till five o'clock in the afternoon ; subject, 
however, to the rules and regulations herein prescribed. 

Art, 3. It shall be the duty of the Librarian to make a conve- 
nient classification and arrangement of the books in the Library, 
and such as may be added from time to time; to have the books 
labelled or designated in such a manner as he may prefer, and to 
preserve due lists and catalogues of the same. He shall also keep 
due account:and register of all issues and returns of books, as the 
same may be made. — 

Arr. 4. Books issued by the Librarian, pursuant to law, or the 
regülations of the Library, shall be returned as follows: 

A folio, within three weéks. ۱ MEM 

A quarto, within two weeks. 

An octavo, or duodecimo, within one week. 

And no person shall receive more than one folio, one quarto, ot 
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two octavos or duodecimos, within the terms aforesaid, unless so 
connected as to be otherwise useless, except that when any of the 
Judges may find it necessary to examine and refer to any greater 
number of law books, he or they shall have a right, if he desires, 
totake out the law books so deemed necessary by نت‎ or them, 
subject to the rules hereby established. 

Art. 5. For all books issued to. any person, a receipt or note 
shall be given, payable to the "Trustees of the Mississippi State 
Library, and their successors in office, for double the value there- 
of, if in one volume only, but if it be one of a set, then double 
the value of the set to which it may belong, as nearly as the Li- 
brarian can ascertain the same, conditioned to return the book, 
undefaced, within the time above mentioned, or to forfeit the 
amount of such note: at the expiration of which time, unless ap- 
plication has been made by another person for the same book, 
and the Librarian requested to make a memorandum thereof, the 
said Librarian, upon the books being produced to him, may re- 
new the issue for the same, for the time and upon the conditions 
aforesaid: Provided, that every receipt or note shall contain 
a further forfeiture or penalty, for every day's detention of a book 
beyond the specified time; that is to say: 

For a folio, one dollar per day. 

For a quarto, fifty cents per day. 

For an octavo or duodecimo, twenty-fiye.cents per day.  . 

Which forfeiture or penalty: may, for good cause, be remitted by 
the Executive, in whole or part, as the. case may require. v - 

Arr. 6. When any person entitléd -to. the use of the Library 
shall prefer to take a book for the limited time without:renioving” 
it from the Library, he shall be allowed to do so, and preserve his 
priority for the use of such book, for the time limited; in like man» 
ner as if he had withdrawn the book from the Library ; and the 
Librarian shall keep due account ahd entry of all such cases: 

Art. 7. No book shall be taken from the Library for the purpose 
of being loaned to'persons who are not entitled, as members or 
functionaries of the Gevernment,:to their use. E 

Art. 8. Books returned shall’ be delivered to the Librarian to 
be examined whether damaged or-not. 

ART. 9. If a book be returried damaged, the party returning it 
shall not be entitled to receive: another, until the -damage for the 
first be satisfied ; nor shall -any person who -has incurred any fine 
or forfeiture; be entitled to receive a book from the: Library, until 
such fine or forfeiture be satisfied. 

Arr. 10. No book shall be issued within eight daysiof the, jenni: 
nation of any session of the Legislature, to any member théreof, 

ART. li. All books issued to the members of :the Legislature 
shall be returned five days before the close of thé session, whether 
the time allowed for the use thereof be expired or.not. .. 

Anr..12, No person shall be allowed to take down from .the 
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hinder, molest, or disturb ahy others who may be disposed to read 
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other periodical: political publications ;. encyclopedias, or diction- 
aries of the arts; all ‘geographical works, 


same may be required for the immediate use of the House. 

ArT. 15. It shall be the duty of the Librarian, six days before 
the termination of any session of the Legislature, to present to 
any member thereof, a list of the books which he has received 
from the Library, and not returned: 

Art. 16. The Librarian shall, four days before the termination 
of any session of the Legislature, furnish the Speaker of the House 
of Representatives, and the President of the Senate, with a list of 
the names of such of the members thereof as shall not have re- 
turned the books received from the Library, together with a de. 
scription and value of such books, and also of the value of the 
set to which they may belong. and the amount of fines with which 
they may stand charged. 

Ant 17. The Librarian shall collect ali fines, and forfeitures, 
accruing upon notes given for books taken from the Library, for 
which he shall account with the Trustees of the Library, from 
time to time, as may be sequired. : 

Art. 18. A printed catalogue of the books, with the rules an- 
nexed, shall be furnished to each person entitled to the use of the 
Library. 

ART. 19. All persons shall be entitled to the use of the Library 
on the days during which the same shall be open, pursuant to the 
foregoing rules. * = $ T - x * * 

Art. 20. The Librarian shall enter into bond with two securi- 
ties, in the penalty of two thousand dollars, conditioned that he 
will faithfully discharge the duties of his appointment according 
tolaw, and the rules and regulations which may, from time to 
time, be prescribed by the Board of Trustees for said Library, 
and that he will deliver over to his successor, all books, maps, 
charts, papers, manuscripts, engravings, and whatever else properly 
belongs and appertains to said Library. - 

Resolved, That books shall not hereafter be taken from the Li- 
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brary by any person except a member of the Board of Trustees, 
or one of the Judges of the Circuit Court of the United States, 
the State Treasurer, Adjutant General, .or State Commissioner ; 
Provided, that this resolution shall not extend to members of 
either House of the Legislature during the session of the same ; 
and the 19th article of the rules and regulations for the govern- 
ment of the Library, so far as it authorizes books to be taken from 
the Library, be, and the same is hereby repealed. 5 

Resolved, That persons who have filled the office of Governor 
of this State, of Chancellor, or of Judge of the High Court of 
Errors and Appeals, or who have been members of the Senate of 
the United States from this State, shall be entitled to take books, 
out of the State Library, whilst they may be in the city of Jack- 
son, in the same manner, and upon the same conditions with the 
members of the Board of Trustees. —[Nov. 3d, 1848.

In explanation. of this, I beg to state that according to thé law: . 
regulating the: sales of internal. improvement lands, the Aüditor- 
is required to register the 'T'reasurer's receipt, and from this régis- 
tration to charge.the Treasury department withthe amotint 9۵ re- 
gietered.' Under the law of 1856, requiring internal’ iniptové- 
ment scrip to be issued to.the Mississippi ;Cetithal Railééad Cóm- 
pany, there was issued to{said.compatry ‘setip for 50,000 acres,. 
amounting te: $97,500, whielijia the purchase of the lands was to: 
be regarded as money. When this scrip was paid into the Trea- 
sury, that department was charged accordingly ; and in making up 
the total amount to ihe credit of this fund, the amount paid in seri 
was included. This statement was prepared by the * Chief Clerk" 
of the office, who has always been remarkably accurate and effi- 
cient in his department; and in nearly four years daily intercourse 
with him in this office, I have never known him to make an 
error in calculation ; and relying confidently upon the correctness 
of his statement, I over-issued to the railroad companies, as already 
stated. The error simply was, he failed to charge the fund with 
the amount of scris issued to the Mississippi Central Railroad 
Company. 

The Railroad Companies have been informed of the error, erg 
it is to be presumed thst they will refund tle amount. overdro wn. 
H they fail to refind, i$ wii be recollected tía: the wuwe of tie 
Internal improvement Fund is appropriated ts shese roads, as wel} 
as a portion of the Chickasaw Schoui rund ye" ice them, and it will: 
be but a few months before an amount cv account of both Fuuds,. 
equal to the amount overdrawn by the Companies, will be in the- 
Treasury i their credit; and when this occurs it will be an easy- 
matter for/the Auditor to see that the Treasury is reimbursed. ÊË 
hope this explanation will be satisfactory, as I flatter myself that 
an examination of your Committee into the affairs of this ofice- 
will detect no other error. 

Document F. will show the amounts drawn on account of the 
Auditor’s Contingent Fund. Thirteen hundred dollars is the- 
amount appropriated by law to this Fund, and is inadequate to the 
various demands upon it; the Stationery alone for the present Leg- 
islature being $1,623 90. I call your attention especially to each. 
item of expenditure charged to this Fund, and you will readily see - 
that I could not do otherwise than to exceed the amount appropri-. 
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ated, aud I suggest that the Fund be either increased or that the 
Stationery purchased for the Legislature be charged to the ‘Legis- 
Bative Department. 

Document G, will show the condition of thé Two Per Cent. 
Send, Document H, that of the Three Per Cent. Fund, and Docu: 
amit I, that of the Sinking Fund, as exhibited by the books of this 
fice. In reference to, these three last named Funds, it is proper 
to semark, that a large discrepancy exists between the books of 
Kids effice and those of the Treasury Department. This discrep- 
acy occurred many years since, and was one of the causes of the 
zwpgaintment of a Committee by the Legislature at the Session of 
882, for the purpose of examiniug the offices of the Auditor and 
"F'easurer. 

"Fhe various Tax Collectors have paid the State Tax with re- 
mussiable promptness.

The profits of the institution, for the last year, ,has been much 
lessened, in consequence of? the ‘high price -of provisions, &c. 
Raw cottons for the past year (except for the last few months) 
has ruled unusually high, and Lowels, which is the principal pro- 
duct of our Cotton Mill, has not, until recently, been at a corres- 
ponding price. 

You have doubtless seen from the public prints, that many 
cotton mills, not only in this country, but Europe, discontinued 


their operations, and, in some instances, have sold their raw ma- . 


terial. Such disparity ip. raw material and fabric- as has been, 
always produces this result. - A. e 

Soon after I took charge of this institution, I feared that we 
would not have a sufficient amount of water to answer our pur- 
poses through the ensuing summer and autumn ; and in order te 


avoid the expense of عد خط‎ it, I had another pond refitted on the- : 


outside of the wall; aui the advantage resulting from it was as 


expected. Some days before the Cotton Mill was consumed, we | 
ound that the pond which heretofore had been relied upon ۵ : 


supply, had been exliausted. We then saw the advantage of our 
timely precaution. We, however, did not see the full advantage 
until the night of the destruction of cur mill, most of our cisterns 
being full of water at that time, which ‘would not have been 
the case, if we had relied upon the old arrangement for a 
supply. ۱ ۱ 

* In obedience to authority given to the Superintendent of this 
institution by the Legislature, to purchase and put up,on the 
cotton mill, pipes in each room, for the purpose of warming it, I 
made a contract with Messrs. McLaurin, Slaughter & Co. for 
them. "They had been delivered and extended from the boilers 
through the two lower rooms of the mill, at the- time of its de- 
struction. The remaining portion can be used for a similar pur- 
pose when we shall have erected new buildings. The portion 
which was attached to the building before the burning of the mill,

The machinery in Cotton Mill was mainly constructed at Pat- - 


terson, New Jersey, by Rogers, Ketchum & Grosvenor 
Mr. Jacob Rogers, President of Rogers’ Machine and boeo- 


motive Works, which is a continuation of the same ee i 


is opportunely in our city. So soon as I heard that he was in ow 
midst, I forthwith despatched a meseenger to invite him to vist 
me at this establishment, and assist me in making an estimate uf 
what was necessary, and the cost of each machine, which he has 
politely done, and for which I return him my thanks. The esti- 
mates have been handed to the Committee on the Penitentiary. 

I would most respeetfully and urgently urge, through yes, apon 
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87 
the Legislature, to make an appropriation large enough to construct 
a building of sufficient size to answer the purposes of the State fer 
several years. ‘Thi amount: of machinery ;will.:doubtless be in- 
creased for several years to come, and economy demands that the 
building be sufficiently large. n i 

You will perceive by reference to table marked D, that we have 
105 convicts. I have recent orders from Circuit Judges that 6 
others, in various parts of the State, have been sentenced to service 
in the Penitentiary. ‘There are at present confined in the various 
county jails, awaiting their trial, about one hundred prisoners. E 
can confidently predict, however sad the reflection may be, that 
crime in our State is on the increase. You will also see by table 
marked D, that we have a great number of inmates sentenced to a 
long period of service—much longer than was formerly the case. 

1 therefore come to the conclusion; from much reflection. on; this 
subject, that it is the true policy of the State to make ample ar- 
rangements for the profitable employment of the unfortunate in- 
mates of this institution. - d 

T wo years since the Legislature deduced the salary of the Clerk 
to $700. The salary is not sufficient to justify a competent clerk 
to devote his entire time to the business of the institution. I would 
therefore, most respectfully, recommend to you the propriety of in- 
creasing hissalary. Ifthe Legislature should make approriations 
for the purpose of reconstructing the Cotton Mill, I will.be necessa- 
riy compelled to devote my whole energy to that purpose, and: 
probably will be absent from the institution much of my time. 1t 
is therefore indispensable that the Clerk should be in the offioe 
during busines hours; and to secure his entire efforts for the ben- 
efit of the State, it is certainly desiable that he should feel that be 
receives a sufficient remuneration. 

Atthe last Session of the Legislature, an approproation wes 
made of $6,000 to rebuild the front building of the Penitentiary. 
On the 27th day of May, I employed Capt. D. Daly to superinteud 
the erection of it. It is nearly completed. We will be able © 
save a small amount of the appropriation. ١ 

There has been but one death during the past year. ; 

For the moral and religious condition of the inmates of the prísou, : 
I refer you to the Report of Rev. Mr. Ozanne, our worthy Chaplaim; 

To the report of the Physician, I refer you for information as # 
the health of the prisoners for the past year.

:—In accordance with law, we herewith submit the annual‏ ررم 
report of the Board of Inspectors ofthe Mississippi Penitentiary.‏ 

Documents A, B, C, D, &c., will show the amount received 
and disbursed—a complete list bf the prisoners—the number ad. 
mitted, died, &c.—the whole number of convicts admitted since the 
erganization of the Institution—the number pardoned in each 
year, and other tables of much interest. 

It will be seen that there are now in the prison, one hundred 
and five convicts—being an increase of ten since our last report. 

We respectfully refer you to the reports of the Physician and 
Chaplain, as to the heaith and morals of the prisoners. 

The internal police of the prison is such, that whilst it produces 
& just and laudable spirit of subordination, is not marked by that 
unnecessary rigor which often defeats the objects aimed at. 

An appropriation of six thousand dollars was made by the last 
session ofthe Legislature, for repairing the front building of the 
Penitentiary; most of which has been applied to that object. The 
building is now well nigh completed. The roofis of slate, and so 
far proves tobe water proof. Thus, the front building, so long an 
annoyance to Penitentiary committees and officers of the Institu. 
tion, is not only repaired in the most ample and substantial man. 
ner, but presents to the view a pleasing and handsome exterior. 
The two large north-western rcoms of the building have been ap. 
propriated, and are now being fitted up, at slight expense, the 
lower for a chapel, and the upper for hospital purposes, objects so 
long desired; and at the same time saving the ground within the 
walls, as well as the cost oferecting separate buildings. 

The first artesian well commenced within the prison walls was 
abandoned after gcing to the depth of near four hundred feet, by 
the advice of Mr. Murray, the present superintendent of the work, 
jn whose judgment and capacity, as a well borer, we have impli- 
eit confidence. The tubing with which the first well was com> 
menced, Mr. Murray believed too small for the depth we would 
«mast prebably have to ge before accomplishing the desired objects 
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"The present well js now some two. hundred and. fifty feet deep, 
and progressing with every prospect of final success. 

The circumstances connected with the burning of the cotton and 
wool factory, on the Ist inst., as-far-as could be ascertained, has 
already been made the object of a special report; and though 
much.to be regretted, yet it may be remarked that the building 
was originally intended for a wood shop, ‘and: much of the ma. 
chinery destroyed, was old and much worn. * The positive advan’ 
tages of a new establishment, both as to building aad machinery, 
on a scale. sufficiently: latge to:employ evéry convict which could 
be:spared from the ordinary affairs of the prison, is so apparent, 
will, it is hoped, induce the Legislature to make an ample appro- 
priation to that end. And while it would enable the Penitentiary 
to produce fabrics equal to any that could be brought to this market, 
would not only keep out foreign competition, as far as we may be 
able to produce them, but have its influence on private capital, to 
engage in the enterprise of manufacturing. 

You are respectfully referred to the report of the Superintendent, 
and the numerous and complete statistical tables made out by the 
clerk, for particulars. ‘They show the institution to be in as pros- 
` perous a condition as could be expected during a period of depres- 
sion in the "manufacturing business, causing short work in that 
department of labor, in many parts of. the country. — 

.In conclusion. we request your particular attention to the sugges- 
tion ofthe Superintendent, in regard to the salary of the clerk, - 
: which. we think should be increased. "

The undersigned, in presenting his report, begs leave to state 
that he has performed the duties of chaplain for the greater part of ` 
the past year, (previous to, as well as since his election in June’ 
last.) and is therefore prepared to give an account of ‘his labors: 
from the date of the last report. Whilst the many among the 
convicts listen to the preaching of the word of life, without any per- ' 
ceptable change in their life and conversation, the few who have 
before made a profession of their faith in Christ, together with 
those who have since joined them, seem to be striving, amidst many 
discouragements, to live answerably to their profession. Regular 
services have been performed in the prisonevery Sabbath. The 
prisoners have been visited in their cells, in sickness and in health. 
Books and tracts have been distributed among them—Bibles sup. 
plied to those who needed them; so that by every available means 
the gospel might be brought to bear upon their minds and hearts. 
Few can fully estimate the importonce of the preached word to - 
the inmates of a prison. To many it appears a profitless task, 
because the fruits of our labors are like the gleaning of the fields 
when the harvest is over. But the message of mercy is brought 
to them, it speaks of a full and free pardon of sin to all who will 
flee for refuge to Christ—it lifts degraded and sinful beings from 
the dust, bids them hope. It addresses itself to the hardened rep- 
robate, and gives him an opportunity to repent and turn to God.— 
Only one death has occurred since the giving in of the last report.

PHYSICIAN’S REPORT.

Gunrisunw: In accordance with custom and your wishes, 1 
submit the following report:—On the 6th day of last December, 
in my report I recommended the erection of a hospital, in which, 
the sick of the prison could be better attended and sconer relieved 
than in their eells. Wp te this time its wants have met boom co- 
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verely felt, yet I could have done bettor with it. I have nothin 
y y g 


further to recommend, because this improvement is all I desire in 

my department. Almost all the old cases that I found in the Peni- 

tentiary, when I was elected as its Physician, have been cured. 
‘There are two cases which I consider beyond the reach of 


medicine. One is a case of paralysis, the other is a case of. 


Amaurosis, in which there. is but very little vision, yet sufficient 
for all practical purposes as a laborer in the prison. Scürvey; 
-one of the most troublesome and. disagreeable diseases. connected 
with prison practice, has not existed in the penitentiary since my 


last report, and, which, is owing to the character of the food given - 


* =e 


the inmates. . 


The principal diseases I have had to treat, since last reporting" 


to you, has been ‘first epidemic dysentary and Intermittent fever, 


latterly epidemic influenza. The nümber of cases, which I have ' 
kept an account of, has amounted to 217, since the first of last 


April. Several prisoners have been under almost constant treat- 


ment during the whole of this time. There has been successfully . 


treated three cases. of fistula in ano. There has also been sev- 


eral cases of secondary tertiary Syphalis under treatment, and are : 


now apparently cured. : Besides, there has been some four or five 
scrofulous cases under treatment, and are at present releived, 
Since the 16th day of October, almost the only disease has been 
epidemic influenza. There is now a case of pneumonia, —the 
first case I have found in the prison since my appointment. This 
concludes the imperfect history of diseases since last April, which 
have been attended by me. I was absent about six weeks last 
spring, and have no list of the cases which occurred during 
that time. There has been one death since the last report. He 
had been sick for a a long time, and was recovering so slowly that 
I recomended that he be allowed the privilege of walking about 
the prison enclosure. This was permitted. He attempted making 
his escape, and succeeded in dragging a ladder to the wall, and in 
reaching the top, but was too weak to drag the ladder up after 
him, and consequently rolled off on the outside. "The fal] so in- 
jured him, that he soon died from its effects You will readily 
perceive that the ordinary labors of the physician are considerable, 
iron the character of the prisoners. They are generally men of 
bad habits, and consequently contract diseases, the effects of which 
lusts a long time, and have to be treated after their confinement, 
and in some rare instances, complete recovery is impossible.

|. Srr:—On Sunday evening, the Ist instant, a few minutes be- 
fore eight o'clock, a fire broke out in the southeast corner of the 
upper story of the wool and cotton factory building of the Peni- 
tentiary, causing its entire destruction, with all its contents of 
looms, cards, machinery, &c. i: 

An estimate of the loss occasioned by the destruction of mate- 
rial in the factory building, as reported by the Superintendent, to 
Board of Inspectors, is herewith annexed. 

The greatest credit is due to the citizens and strangers gene- 
rally, (but especially to the Jackson Fire Company, headed by 

` their efficient officer, Thomas Green, Esq.,) for their prompt, 
` timely, and unremitting exertions in arresting the progress of the 
flames, and, most probably, saving the balance of the Penitentiary 

* buildings from destruction. MN 
As to the determined coolness of Mr. Hardin, the Superinten- 
` dent, amidst the danger, confusion, and excitement which sur- 
rounded him, we have heard but one opinion. Promptly aided by 


>

his efficient officers, not only no prisoner escaped, but the fullest 
arrangements were made to secure them, had it been necessary 
to release them from their cells. 

We do not feel at liberty to pass unnoticed the serious, if not 
fatal accident which happened to a favorite and faithful servant 
belonging to yourself, whilst.in the act.of. removing property from 
the burning building, and freely indulge the hope that the Legis- 
ature will, if consistent with their Constitutional obligations, 
make you full remuncration for the damage sustained. 

With the aid of legal: counsel, (Judge J. M Moore, a former 
member of the Board,) the Board of Inspectors proceeded, early 
on the following 'Tuesday morning, to make a thorough investiga- 
tion as to the cause which led to the fire, but regret to add, that 
while Board believe the fire was most probably the work of an 
incendiary, still we have not been able to establish any satisfac- 
tory. evidence. of. the fact. 

When it is remembered that the Penitentiary: has ‘been ۱ in 5-8 
istenee nearly twenty years, and:not a:day of that time has: pasted 
but what- the building could have been fired: by- some-one-of the 
convicts, the only wonder is, that we have escaped thus long, 
while so many similar institutions, in other States, have suffered 
the fate which has befallen us. 

We cannot close this communication without alluding to the 
faithful and strenuous exertions used by Joseph Baker, one of the 
convicts, in his endeavors to-save the property of the Institution.

(intrinsically) much less than the above estimate. 

I cannot forbear mentioning the service rendered to the Insti- 
tution by the Fire Company of this city, on the occasion.’ They 
subdued the raging flames, and saved from destruction thousands

I also feel.grateful to the citizens and strangers generally, for 
prompt and efficient services rendéred. AE 

I am truly happy to announce to you, thàt whatever may have 
been the design or cause of this misfortune to the State, we were 
fortunate enough not to lose a single prisoner from our custody. 

I trust that the Legiglature will make an appropriation suffi- 
ciently large to purchase a suíficient amount of machinery and 
erect suitable buildings for its reception. l 

I would, in conclusion, respectfully ask you to visit the prison 
as often as your private engagements will permit. 1 shall, in the 
present condition of affairs, desire your counsel, to enable me to 
make suitable arrangements for the employment of the prisoners.

GENTLEMEN :—I herewith submit to’ you a report of thé In. 
stitution forthe educatión'of the Deaf and Dumb for a portion of 
the year 1857. - - - 97 : i 

We may be permitted, in view of the events of the past year, 
to indulge the hope that this Institution, having passed through the 
fluctuations and perils of its infancy, has been placed by the foster- 
ing care of the State, and the prudent management of its ‘Trustees, 
‘on such a basis as to command the confidence of the parents and 
friencs of the deaf and dumb in its future success and efficiency. 

Under a few simple heads I propose to present those facts and 
principles of our Institution which, I am satisfied, will be most de- 
sirable to those who are, or may become, interested in the Institu. 
tion. : 


THE LOCATION OF THE INSTITUTE. 


Since the presentation of the ‘last report, the exchange of 
property, for which provisions were made as there reported, . has 
been effected, and the institute has been removed a mile from its 
former location in Jackson, to the buildings formerly occupied by 
the Episeopal College, on the road leading to Clinton. | 

Seventy acres of ground are connected with those buildings, 
which will afford means of raising eorn or.other vegetables, besides 
affording pdsturage,. and æ portion of, the fuel needed by the Insti- 
tute. A yard of some twelve or fifteen acres, interspersed with 
pleasant aud beautiful groves.and grass lawns, has been enclosed 
under a neat and substantial plark fence, and affords a pleasant 
‘scene for recreation, and by its attractiveness tends to inspire and 
strengthen the attachment of the pupils to the place. The build. 
ings'are pleasant and airy, .and, when fully repaired, can accom- 
modate 70 or 80:pupils. ۰ The fencing of the grounds, the’ paint- 

“ing of the buildings and: other improvements which have’ been 
made, are of such a chayacter as to evince the sound judgement 
cand taste of the Board-of Trustees. 

Possessing probably 4he most eligible position of any proper- 
ty in the vicinity of Jacksom, with the Vicksburg Railroad immedi- 
ately in'front; and the Clinton road in its rear, it will have numez- 
ous daily witnesses of the generosity or neglect of the Stato’ “’ 
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THE HEALTH OF THE INSTITUTION. 


During the Spring and Summer of the last session we have 


enjoyed the most. perfect health, scarcely: having any occasion to 
use medicine, to the close of the session. ES 

In the beginning of the present session we were attacked by 
the prevailing influenza, but only one of the cases assumed a dan- 
gerous form; few of the pupils being required to take their beds 
except for a short period. ' 

To the anxious enquiry so often made by parents, “how will 
my child be attended to in sickness ?". we would state that we have 
_ the services of one of the most skillful physicians in Jackson, who 
has also placed a chest of well selected medicmes to be used in 
cases of emergency. [n addition to this, a room, is selected and 
kept warm and cheerful, where they have the constant attendance 
of one of the officers or pupils. 

We also have the satisfaction of stating that the yellow fever 
has never come this far out during its prevalence in Jackson. 

On this account its buildings were formerly a refuge for.many 
of the citizens of Jackson, while it raged in that place. 

With abundance of pure air, pleasant scenery, ample play- 
grounds, and above all, constant opportunities to gratify the cra- 
vings of their moral, social and intellectual natures, in the school 
and in each other's society, we have reason to believe that many 
deaf mutes who are now pining themselves into premature decay, 
would here under these c:i:mulants, be restored to health. 

The isolation an^ «c!itariness of their situation does not injure 
those of more sluggish intellect but commits its ravages upon those 
of more intellectual anc £nely organized natures. Education has 
becn proved recently, by statistics, to promote lonz life, this is es- 
peciai:y the case with mutes. 

Yet many parents permit imaginary fears and morbid tender- 
ness, to lead them to cut off their children from that knowledge 
which their minds crave, as « plant in the dark stretches its branch. 
.es to the solitary opening which lets in the light of heaven.

OUR-SESSION ‘AND VACATION. 


‘Our session will commence the first Monday of October, and 
‘close the. last Friday in July. We find the reports of similar insti- 
tutions in other States, filled with earnest appoals to -parents to 
«ome for their children, only at the close of the session, and to 
bring. ‘them punctually, with the beginning of another session. 
‘Some Institutions have gene so far as to refuse pupils, except at 
iwo specified periods ; one at the commencement, and the other, in 

‘the’ middle of their session. Could parents realize the injury done 
- not. only to their own children, but also their classes, by holding 
° them back till delinquents catch up, they would not allow neglect or 
petty obstacles to delay them from returning, till weeks alter the 
` commencement of the session. Some pupils from this cause have 
` kave to be put back into lower classes, or recite by themselves and 
` are.thus liable to receive less attention. Our vacations will be two 
` months ; so that when the rail-roads which are now under construc- 
tion are finiehed, they can be placed at their parents’ doors, in a 
few hours, or in one or two days. ‘Thus parents who are so reluc- 
tant to send away beloved children, wil] have their society for a con- 
siderable period each year. "Though they will lose their society 
temporarily, yet the value of that portion they do have, will be en- 
- hanced oy the pain of separation, and by a yearly view of the ad- 
«vance of iî sir children from a deep state of ignorance, to intelli- 
gence, anc :rom the possession of a small vocabulary, to the use 
of a language which express 's every want of the body, and every - 
emotion of the heart. The wastees of the Georgia Institution and

bonrs in Missouri, and were embodied in the reports of the insti- 
ution of that State.

Ist, That there is an average of 
two deaf aud dumb persons in each county of the State, of a suit-

ren, whose circinastances place them above the charity of the 
State, will never come to the institution, in consequence of the 
unnatural avarice of parents and guardians. On'the other hand, 
parents really not able, will either exhaust, a scanty income, or de- 
prive their children of the benefits of education from false pride. 
6th, That some-direct agency is necessary to bring all these 
children to the school: "7th, That such an agency rightly man- 
aged, would put this benevolent institution on such a footing as to 


reflect great credit on the State of Mississippi. 
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PAY AND STATE PUPILS. 

Mr. Brown, the intelligent and experienced. Superintendent of 
the Louisiana Deef and Buiab Institution so favorably known here 
bv the kind and sucesssful aid which he rendered this School'on a 
former occásion, ia speaking of the distinetior between rich and 
poor pupils, denomiiates it a “ promiscous classification" and:con- 
grataletes the Bcard of that Institution upon the fact that the State 
of, Louisiana had in the begining “openned the doors.of hat Insti- 
tution to all, that its blessing like the rains and dews of Heaven, 
might descend upon all those children of misfortune without money 
and without price." 

He says that if the sum which is thus paid in were to be equally 
divided among the mute population it would amount for each indi-

A former Legislature has 
abolished this distribution so far as the Blind School is concerned, - ` 
and we moat earnestly urge upon the present Legislature the ۰ 
cessity of, making this School free to all, letting mute children like 
the Cadets of West Point be the all children of. the State... I can 
never forget the emphatic manner in which Mr. Jacobs, the Prin- 
ciple of the Kentucky Institution expressed his satisfaction when. 
after a long struggle he had accomplished his cherished plan of 
making the mute children of that Commonwealth all the children .- 
of the State. ‘The same thing has also been done in lllinois and 
Indiana. l 

When I state through you, gentlemen, the fact that above all 
other persons the parents of the Deaf and Dumb ought to have ev- 
ery advantage for laying up money, for their dependent children; 
and when [ tell you in this connection, with these facts that our 
pay pupils gre the children of parents with la;ge families and 
moderate means, who are thus cramped by the laws; and when 
I add to these facts, that [know and have seen -some imerresting 
children who might and would .be here in a short period it this 
distinction were abolished. I:am satisfied that the impulsive sen- 
timent of this warm and generous latitude would be, ** whosoever 
will, let him come without money and without price.” : 

I will only add that I hope this measure will be early adopted, 
that we may have, as soon as possible, some children here, whose 
sprightly minds have attracted my especial regard. Is the Legis- . 
lature prepared to say of even 5 or. 6 pupils, you may not be educa.

It has been the endeavor of the officers of the Institute to "و‎ 
the discipline of the School kind and parental. , They have ‘en- 
deavored to gain.the confidence and affection of the pupils, by an- 
impartial demeanor. and by sharing ‘in-their labors and sports. 

‘The Superintendent is happy to report that . he has-not had . oc» 
casion to punish a single. pupil since bis connection with the Ins, -: 
stitute. A consistent firmness, a mild rebuke, an. appeal: to their 
love of their parents, or a reference to the claims of..God upon +. 
them, have been found. sufficient to secure obedience. and order ; 
and to preserve that harmony and cheerfulness which has attract. . 
ed the attention of many of our visitors. We would do the pupils 
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injustice did we not declare that we have rarely met a company of . 
young persons who “could nnite propriety with pleasantry, | indns- 
try with good temper and justice with forbearance toa gieater de. 
gree than our pupils. 


STUDIES AND EMPLOYMENTS. 


There is at this time an unusual degree of interest manifested 
in their studies. This has been the case to such a degree as to 
tax the patience of the superintendent to overlook. ont af school, 
their voluntary efforts at composition, and also to render it difficult 
ta induce them to take a due umount of recreali n. ‘They have ۰ 
pecially manifested an inereased desire to construct sentences vor- 
rectly, ‘This results in a good measure trom the efforts of kind 
frien is to draw them out in written conversation, their minds being 
thus lêd to estimate their past att ininents and their present wants, 
they retar» from their homes, with an increased eagerness to gaths 
er and arrapge a vocabulary adequate to, the requirements of 
society. This is one of the considerations added to others, which 
should lead parents to take their children to their homes during the 
vacation. 

lt is in contemplation to provide some way, 48 soon as vur 
means will allow, of instructing some ofthe pupils in some mechan- 
ichal art or trale. il their parents desire it. 

A: present the male pupils tind exercise in various games. in 
culling firewood. and in the improvement of. our grounds. ۵ 
girls ave taught to sew, and to perform some of the lighter house- 


hold duties, hy the matrons, as ia customary in all such iusiitutions 
in other States,

TRUSTEES REPORT. 


To the Legislature of the State of Mississippi : 


It is with much pleasure that the Board of Trustees for the Mis. 
sissippi -nstitute for the Deaf and Dumb, are enabled to report that 
this institution is in a highly prosperous condition; a-large and 
commodicus building, adequate to its presérit and future wants bav- 
ing been secured by the exchange of property, provided for at the 
us! session of your honorable body ; a larger umher of pupils he- 
ing now in attendance than at any former period, and considerable 
ad-litions being expected at an early date. and above all, a degree 
cf order, harmony aud efficiency prevailing in its interna] manage- 
ment, which wiil secure for it that public estimation which is its 
surest guarantee of success. m 

We are nore and more satisfied with the advantages gained hy 
the exchange of property. Jî will be productive of better health 
by the facilities it affurds for healthful sports in a pure atmosphere, 
it will also withdraw the pupils frem the numerous and varied 
temptations of a town life. besides securing accommodations and 
conveniences which have cost other States many thousand dollars. 

lt will be seen fium ihe Treasurers’ report, that a portion of the 
appropriation made for improvement of the property has been used 
in such ways as the interests of the institution most urgently de. 
snanded. ‘ihe outside of the building was decaying for want ofa 
coat of paint. This has been given at a moderate rate and a sub- 
stanjial manner. 

A yard and garden fiom similar reasons have been enclosed in & 
cheap aud substantial style. What remains after these expendi- 
fures will not be sufficient to put the buildings and grounds in such 
a slate as their weliare requires. We would recommend an ad. 
ditional appropriation to enclose a larger portion of ground which 
wil etherwise be alinost useless, but if placed under a fence would 
soon more than repay the cost of fencing by supplying the institute 
with corn and other grain. 

‘Fhe fencing and painting have improved the appearance of the 
pace beyond our most sanguin expectations, yet still the appearance 
of the buildings is marre. by its naked appearance. This defect 
wald be remedi 'd, and ihe hea'th and comfort of the inmates in. 
€reaselb th in Summer aad in Winter, by the addition of shutters 
te the windows. ‘This is also a measure of economy, as one storm 
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might destroy enough g'ass as almost to cover the- cost of the shut. 
ters. A room shou.d also be fitted up with bathing appliances. 
This measure we consider not only a means of health aud comfort, 
but is also advisable from the clese connection subsisting between 
govd morals and cleanly babits.. 

As far the largest portion of our children are fiom families whose 
meaus ate limited, seme to en extreme degree. it will be necessary 
to continue the appropriation heretofore made, for clothing ind gert 
pupils. We would not farther t x the sympathies of the officers of 
the institution, by compelling them to witness the 5۱۰۱۱۱۱۵۹ of the 
children. from scanty clothing or insufficient food, as has sometimes 
been the history in similar schools. 

We would commend to your candid consi eration the suggest. 
ions made in the report of the supe intendent, in reference to the 
change in the law, by which our dns it tion, like that of the Blind, 
may be made frec to all this unfortunate class. We are satished 
that this measure would in more ways than one, elevate the char- 
acter and increase the numbers of the school, so that it weud as- 
sume a far higher place in public estimation, than its scanty attend. 
ance has heretofore permitted The principal cost has alrerdy 
heen ‘met in securing a house and the se: vices of instrugtors; why 
then defeat our benevolent aims by iuterposny uuuecessa*y bars to 
the advance of a benevolent institution in a State as prosperous and 
wealthy as ours. 

It is necessary that the inside of the house should be painted, a 
portion plastered, some conveniences ald:d ant a portion of it 
furnishel. An estimation ef expenses for the coming year and the 
Treasurer’s report are herewith submiued. 

As itis known by your honorable hody that we bave assumed a 
position in this matter without profit or pleasure, (exept so farias 
is derived from a consciousness of doing our duty ) and not without 
its painful responsibilities and not e nly so, but that we hive bestow. 
ed much thought and attention in the economical expenditure of 
the means entiusted to our care, we may not consider ourselves ag 


. askiug too much when we bespeak for our suggestions a can lid

not yet finished, but are in a rapid state of completion, some fur- 
ther improvements are still required, and I would call your special 
attention to the condition of the water closets; the lead pipes which 
were intended to convey off the odor, have become corroded and 
we find it impossible to prevent a bad smell in the neighborhood of 
the closets, notwithstanding every precaution is taken, by resorting 
to frequent ablutions, 1 would suggest that new water closets be 
built, that cast iron pipes be used instead of lead, and that they be 
so arranged as to obtain a freedom ward ventillátion, it will also 
be necessary to procure some four or five hundred feet of hose, for 
the protection of the building in case of fire, by attaching which to 
the large tank above, we might be able to stay the flames until we 
could bring the engine to work when water could be thrown freely 
on any part of the house. 

Some outhouses are also required, such as tables &c., a part of 
the lumber for which is already on the premises; the grounds in 
front of the building, should have a light enclosure, and be set out 
with flowers and evergreens interspersed with walks, this would 
not only present an agreeable picture to the eye, but would be of 
absolute service to the patients, by affording them pleasant ۰ 
nades and healthful employment in cultivating the shrubbery ; the 
labor requisite to mgke this improvement would easily be perform- 
ed by the patients themselves, proqided the materials were placed 
on the ground, many of the male patients have already done a con. 
si2erable amount of labor in cleaning off the undergrowth, within 
the outward enclosure, and in moving away the rubbish, and grad- 


ing around the buildings, while the females have been employed 
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by an attack of insanity from the cause of reading which they un- 
dergo in a well appointed Asylum, having previously had but few 
opportunities for culture, and perhaps little taste for study. Many 
of our inmates would like to attend preaching regularly. We have 
a very neat Chapel but no Chaplain; some few Ministers have 
been kind enough to hold service occasionaly. Among these are 
Bishop Green aud Rev. C. K. Marshall, to whom we would ex- 
press our gratitude and again solicit like favors. 5 

From an examination of the former part of this report, it may be 
supposed that tbe recoveries are small and the number of deaths 
large in proportion to the number of cases treated, as compared 
with other and older Institutions ; but this may be accounted for 
from the fact that many ofthe cases were of long standing and were 
exhausted by chronic mania before they were admitted. Of the 
recent cases fully eighty per cent. have recovered. During the 
spring and summer of this year there were some cases af Erysipe- 
Jas in the house, bus the disease did not extend to a great number 
of patients, there have accordingly been cases of Diarrhe and al- 
so of Dysentary, and recently one pretty severe case of Pneumonia, 
which is now recovering. Some few of the inmates have also 
been attacked with Influenza, which has prevailed so extersively 
over the country during the last few months, the cases were how- 
ever mild and easily managed. At present we are pleased to say 
that the bodily health ofthe house-hold is good. 

The Steward's account, showing the amount of expenditures for 
the support of the Institution during the current year is heretoap- - 
pended. . 

As the Legislature will henceforth meet onthe first Monday in 
November instead of January as heretofore, it would be well to 
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amend that portion of our By-laws which requires the annual ~ 
meeting of the Trustees to take-place on the second Tuesday in ^ 
December. ‘Too much praise cannot be awarded to my prédeces> ` 
sor, Dr. Langley, for his untiring efforts in founding and in pro- : 
-moting the best interest of the Institution, since its organization,Dr. 
James Haley, the Assistant Physician, has attended well to his du- 
ties and deserves high commendation for his uniform gentle ۰ 
ing towards the patients. The same may be said of the officers .

^ This board have purposed and adopted a ‘code ‘of ‘by-laws and 
rules for the government of the institution, a copy of which is 
herewith submitted. These’ will be amended as time and experi- 

We believe the officers and employees of the asylum have all 
performed their duties with fidelity to the public and kindness to 
the patients under their charge. E 

For.the financial and sanitary conditution of the institution we 
refer to the report of the present medical superintendents werewith 
submitted, and request of the: Legislature, for their better satisface. 
tion, and that of the public, a personal inspection and examination 
of the buildings and grounds, and all its affairs. 

The appropriation made by the last Legislature for rebuilding 
that portion of the asylum previously destroyed by fire, was en- 
trusted by us to the hands of Dr. Wm. S. Langley then acting as 
medical sugerintendent. Having volunteered the performance of 
this additional duty without ‘compensation therefor, and the Board 
knowing that Dr. Langley possessed superior knowledge of the 
necessary improvements required, we accepted of his services 
with gratitude and have not been dissappóinted in the result. The 
materials have been purchased at the lowest ratés for their quality 
—the work has progressed with reasonable rapidity—the money 
has been expended with a wise economy, keeping infull view the 
permanence of the structure, and the comfort of the patients 
— the state has been protected from the usual speculation cf 
contractors bidding for and executing public work with a view to 
their own profit, and more has been accomplished than could have 
been resonably anticipated, from letting the contract to the 
lowest bidder. The lowest bidder is usually the most indifferent 
and irrisponsible contractor and not unfrequently fails in his con. 
tract, or requires additional. compensation: 

'The large number of patients who have already sought the aid, 
and received relief;from the asylum, demonstrate alike the urgent 
necessity that existed for its establishment, and the wisdom and 
philanthropy of the Legislature in its design. 
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The experience of all civilized communities has shown that the 
insane mind cannot be successfully treated either in the family 
circle of the patient, or the ار یی‎ “hospitals for the diseased in 
body. . 
The intellect dethroned, spurns the affection of kindred—bids de- 
fiance to the usual coritrol of men—scoffs at the laws of God—the 
least of mortals, it claims for itself immortality—despoiled of all 
the powers of reason it proclaims itself omniscient. Such a being 
is of the world “a thing apart”—to contend with it were madness 
-—-to war with it barbarous—it must have a relm of its own—a 
mansion peculiar ما‎ itsel£—*a good physician, that can minister to 
a mind diseased,” and “raze out the written troubles of the brain.” 

We regret to say that Dr. Langly has resigned.the office he 
filled so well. His reasons forso doing were conclusive with him- 
self, and must therefore be satisfactory to the public. 

` His successor, elected by the Board, is Dr. Wm. B. William. 
son, of Hinds county, Miss., a gentleman of high professional repute, 
and in all respects worthy of public confidence. We call the at- 
tention of your Excellency and that of. the Legislature to the sug- 
gestions and recommendations contained in his report to this 
Board, and we earnestly appeal to the enlightened philanthropy 
and humanity of the Legislature, to make such liberal appropria- 
tions for the Assylum as will enable it to eih the design of 
its founders. 

Mississippi is now assuming her proper pósition among the 
civilized States of the world. The insane, the deaf and dumb, 
and the blind, are all included in her humane philanthropy. ‘Those 
smitten of God no longer wander for refuge to foreign dominions, 
bnt find a sanctuary and protection at home. Our Legislature, in 
this respect, is in accordance with the enlightened progress of a 
Christian age. We have barely entered upon the threshold of our 
duties. Much remains to be done, hut we are fully equal to the 
task. Our taxation is comparatively light, our population aud the 
value of our property are rapidly increasing. Our individual wealth 
is only exceeded by two or three American communities at most, 
and our future prosperity is as certain as the sunshine and the 
shower. " Heaven has been bountiful, why should we not continue 
to be merciful ? 

We hope to be pardoned these few reflections, as appropriate- 
ly pertaining to our official duties.

INTRODUCTORY REMARKS. 


The Board of Trustees shall.choose one of their number Pres- 
ident, who shall continue in office until the annual meeting next 
after he is chosen. .. 

An Auditing Committee of three members shall be appointed, 
who shall hold their places until the annnal meéting next following 
their appointment. 

The Trustees shall elect a Treasurer, who shall not be a mem- 
ber of the board, and shall hold his office during their pleasure. 

An annual meeting shall be held on the second ‘Tuesday in De- 
cember in each year. Quarterly meetings shall be held on the 
Tuesday’s next after the second Monday in each of the months of 
2. April, July and October; and monthly meetings on the second 
Monday of each month. ١ 

The Asylum shall be visited by the whole Board at the annual 
meetings, and by a majority at the quarterly meetings. 

Special meetings may be called by the President or by any twe 
members, and it shall be the duty of the Secretary to cause notices 
of such meetings to be delivered to the members- 


THE DUTIES OF THE SUPERINTENDENT. 


1. The Superintendent shall be the Chief Executive efficer of 
the Asylum. He shall have the general superintendence of the 
buildings and grounds, the charge of the patients, the expe nditures 
of the Institution, and the direction and control of all persons 


198 


therein subjeet to the regulation of the Board;of Trustees. — . 

2. He shall prepare a code of rules and regulations for the 
government of those employed in the care ofthe patients, or on 
the premises, which shall be printed, and a copy furnished to each 
person thus employed: 

8. He shall visit all the patients daily, or learn their condition. 
He shall have the entire direction of their medical, moral, and die- 
tetic treatment ; and his instructions respecting them, are to be 
implicitly obeyed by all persons about the establishment. —— 

4. He shall obtain as far as practicable, a complete history of 
every patient admitted into the Asylum, and shall keep, or cause 
to be kept for the use of the Institution, a register of the same, 
and as full a record of the subsequent treatment and results, as he 
may deem likely to promote the interest of science and benefit the 
insane. : 

5. He shall receive and answer, or cause to be answered, all 
communications respecting the Asylum ; and shall file all letters 
thus received, and keep, in a beok provided forthe purpose, copies 
of all letters written in answer thereto. 

6. Subject to the general instructions of the Board of Trustees, 
he shall determine what attendants and other assistants are neces- 
sary to be employed, and their respective places and duties, and 
shall arrange with them their rate of monthly wages. 

7. At each visit of the Trustees, he shall exhibit the records of 
the Asylum, and at the quarterly meetings, he shall give a state- 
ment of its condition ; at each monthly meeting he shall exhibit all 
the records of the Institution, the general state of the Institution, 
the names of persons received and removed, with such suggestions 
and remarks as he may deem. useful ; and at the annual meeting 
of the Board he shall give a tabular view of the Institution for the 
year, deduced from the records of the same. 


DUTIES OF THE ASSISTANT PHYSICIAN. 


1, The Assistant Physician shall have charge of the shop, which 
he. shall see is always kept in proper order, and shall prepare and 
superintend the administration of the medicine. 
` 2. He shall attend the Physician in his regular morning visits, 
and shall also visit all the patients each evening, shall carefully 
note their condition, and visit such as are under treatment as much 
oftener as may be necessary. 

3: He shall see that all the directions of the Physician are faith. ' 
fully executed, and shall promptly report all cases of neglect, or 
abuse, on the part of the attendants. l 

‘4. He shall carefully study the character and peculiarities of 
the patients, make himself intimately acquainted with their disorder, 
exert over them all the moral influence in his power, and direct 
their exercise and amusements. 
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5. He shall, at the reqüest of the superintendent, keep a record 
of the cases, and perform ‘all other services in the medical depart- 
which may be required. 

` 6..He shall receive company and conduét them through the 
Asylum, when the Stewart is riot présent. 

7. He shall exercise the duties.of the Superintendent whenever 
the latter may be absent. 
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DUTIES OF THE STEWARD. 


1. The Stewart shall execute a bond, with sufficient sureties, to 
be approved by the Trustees, in the penalty of three thousand dol- 
lars, conditional, that he will faithfully discharge the duties of his 
office, and pay over and account for all monies belonging to the 
Asylum which shall come into his hands ; which bond shall be ex- 
ecuted to the\Trustees and filed among the papers of the Asylum. 

2. Under the direction of the Superintendent, the Steward shall 
purchase furniture, fuel, stores, and other necessary articles; and 
shall be responsible for the economical ‘use and expenditure of the 
same. 

3. He shall keep clear, methodical, aid exact accounts of all. 
receipts and expenses, and of all charges on account of any pa. 

.tients, and submit the same, with the vouchers thereof; to the Com- 
mittee, óf Auditors, on the first Monday in each month, and ‘as much 
oftener as shall be required. 

4. He shall, from time to time, as may be directed by the Su. 
perintendant or Auditing Committee, fürnish to the Auditor all the 
accounts due the Asylum, which when audited and. collected, he 
shall deliver to the Treasu rer and take his receipt therefor. 

5. In the name and behalf of the Superintendent, and by his di- 
ec tion, in each case, and not otherwise, he shall hire attendants, 
and agree with them for their wages, and by like direction shall 
dismiss them when unfaithful, negligent, or incompetent, and shall 

see their accounts, and perform such other duties, in relation to 
the internal management and government of the Asylum, as shall 
be required of him- by the Superintendent, He shall coustantly 
observe the conduct of the attendants and servants, and see that in 
all respects they do their duty, and forthwith report to the Superin- 
` tendent any instance of misconduct or negligence of any attendant. 
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ADMISSION OF VISITORS. 

The following rules for the admission of visitors are incedo 
that they may be familiar to all employed in the institution. 

Visitors are not admitted before 10 o'clock A. w., after sunset, 
nor on the Sabbath. They are not admitted on the afternoon of 
Saturday, unless on special business with the E managers, 
.or one of the officers of the house. 
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All parts of the hospital not occupied by. patients may be shown 
and explained during the hours for the admission of visitors. ° | 

No visitor unless in company with a manager, can be taken into: 
the wards without permission from the Physician of the hospital,.or 
in his absence, from the Assistant Physician ; and when visitors 
are allowed.to enter the wards, they will always be accompanied 
by one of these officers, or by the Stewart or Matron. 

Visitors are not to pass through the grounds or hospital, without 
special permission, and they are requested not to stand near the 
windows, or to converse with the patients from the outside of the 
building. - 

As this hospital cannot be allowed to become a resort for idle 
curiosity, it is hoped that the friends of patients, and all others will 
carefully avoid prolonging their visits unnecessarily. 

It is expressly forbidden to furnish any inmate of this Asylum 
with tobacco in any form; or to deliver to, or receive from, a pa- 
tient, any letter, parcel, or package, without the knowledge and 
approbation of the Physician. 

Funds for the use the patients are to be placed in the hands of 
the Stewart, to be used under the direction of the Physician. 

When visitors so far forget what is due to to the feelings of the 
afflicted and their friends as to make improper remarks to patients, 
or to institute indelicate inquiries, all persons will be careful to dis- 
countenance such a course of conduct, and abstain from mentioning 
the name of patients, their peculiarities, or any other circumstan- 
ces respecting them, a general knowledge of which might be pain- 
ful to any persons connected with them. None of us would be 
willing to have our own friends, if laboring under insanity, exhibi- 
ted to strangers, and we are bound jin honor, as far as possible, to 
protect others from a like exposure. 

No visitors unless friends of the officers, are to remain inside of 
the enclosure after dark without speceal permission. 

6. It shall be the duty of the Steward to be in the presence of 
the maie patients as much as possible, to see that they are kindly 
treated, that their clothes are taken care of, that their food is 
properly served and distributed, and that they take the same in a 
proper manner; that the rooms, passages, yards and other apart. 
ments under his care, are kept clean and in good order, and prop- 
erly warmed and ventilated ; and that the male attendants observe 
his orders and directions, and in all respects do their duty. He 
shall receive visitors, give them all suitable information, and shew 
them such parts of the buildings and grounds as are open to their 
examination. . 

7۰ It ihall be the duty of the Steward to see to the opening and 
closing of the house, morning and evening, that the attendants and 
servants rise and commence business immediately after the ringing 
of the bell, and that they retire in proper season at night. 

8. It shall be his duty to devote his whole time to the Institu- 
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tion, to preserve order in the house, and faithfulness amongst as- 
sistants, to gee that all the regulations, here aires shall be fully 
Put in practiée. , A dy oh ۱ 


THE DUTIES OF THE MATRON. 


1: h shall be the duty of the Matron to. look carefully to the fe- 
male patients, to be with them as much‘as possible, to direct the 
nurses in their duty; to see that the inmates are kindly treated, 
that their food is properly served and distributed, that their apart- 
ments are kept clean and in order, properly warmed and ventila- 
ted, and that the female attendants in all respects do their duty. 

^2. It shall be the duty of the Matron, also, to superintend the 
kitchen, the cooking, the washing and ironing, and take care of 
the clothes and bedding, and see that they are always clean and in 

order. : 

3. It is required.of the Matron that she will devote her whole: 
time to the Institution, and spare no effort to promote. the comfort 
and recovery of the inmates. 

4. She shall look into every department frequently, and see to 
the good order of the whole house. She shall direct the labor and 
amusement of tlie female patients, under the direction of the Su- 
perintendant, and spend as much time with them as her other du- 
ties may allow. 


THE DUTIES OF THE TREASURER. 


1, The Treasurer shall give bond in the sum of thirty thousand 
dollars for the faithful performance of the duties of his office, with 
such securities as shall be satisfactory to the Board of Trustees. 

2. He shall keep a clear and methodical record of all monies 
received or paid out, and shall settle with the Trustees quarterly, 
or oftener if “required. He shall pay all drafts when presented, if 

properly drawn, by the Steward and countersighed by the Medica} 
Superintendent of the Asylum, or on the warrant of the President 
of the Board of Trustees. 


DUTIES OF THE BOUK-KEEPER. 


1: The Superintendent may annually appoint, with the advice 
and consent of the Trustees, a Book-keeper, who shall keep the 
regular books of the Asylum in a proper manner, under the direc. 
, tion of the Superintendent. He shall keep all vouchers and other 
papers, and shall see that the statements of receipts and expendi- 
tures by the Steward are correctly made, and that the proper 
vouchers are filed with his receipts and disbursements. He shall 
also furnish such reports to the Committee of Auditors as may be 
required, and do and perform such other writing on account of the- 
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Asylum, as may be required of him by the Medical Superinten- 
dent, ‘Trustees and Committee of Auditors. He shall, also, be 
Secretary of the Board of Trustees, and keep their minutes under 
under their direction. 

2. All the books and accounts shall be open to the inspection 
and examination of the Superintendent, ‘Trustees and Committee 
ef Auditors. 


DUTIES OF THE AUDITORS. 


It shall be the duty of the Auditors to audit all accounts of the 
Asylum, both debits and credits. They shall endorse upon each 
account the number and date, and shall write *audited" thereon, 
and report to each quarterly meeting of the Board the state . of the 
accounts of the Institution, as presented by the books of the same. 


DUTIES OF THE SUPERVISORS. 


` 1. The supervisors of the respective wings are bound to .see 
that the rules contained in this code are faithfully carried out in 
every particular; that the attendants perform their duties properly, 
and that all the patients are made as comfortable at all times as 
circumstances will permit. 

2. They will very frequently pass through the different wards, 
especially those containing excited patients, and occasionally 
through the pleasure grounds, and will aid and encourage the at- 
tendants in their efforts to interest, amuse and employ the patients 
in every way in their power. 

3. They will especially attend to the prevention of disturbances 
among the patients, to the preservation of order and quiet in the 
house, and in all things assist in carrying out the general views 
and instructions of the Physician in reference to the treatment of 
the patients, ; ' 

4. They will promptly report all irregularities or improper con- 
duct or unfaithfulness in the performance of duties that come under 
their uotice, will give advice to the attendants, and point out any 
neglect that they may discover in any ofthe wards. 


DUTIES OF THE ATTENDANTS. 


1l. INTERCOURSE WITH Patients.—In all their intercourse 
with the patients, the attendants are to treat them with respect and 
civilty, are to address them in a mild and gentle tone of voice, and 
avoid violence and rudeness of every kind. All civil questions 
are to be properly answered. All reasonable requests are to be 
promptly attended to. They are to keep cool under ev- 
ery provocation; are never to scold, threaten, or dictate authorita- 
tively ; but whenever they desire anything done by a patient, are 
make a request in a respectful manner. 
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` Force, unfortunately, has sometimes to be used in every institu- 
tion for the insane; but tact and kindness render its employment : 
comparatively rare, and whenever it must be resorted to, the man- 
ner of using it may be made to take away nearly all its offensive- 
ness. A pleasant smile, a cheerful, kind and respectful manner 
and sympathizing words, will go far to convince even the most ex- 
cited patientthat what is done is from good motives, andthat he has 
little to fear from those around him. 

The opposition of patients, and much of their violence, very of- 
ten arise from delusions that lead them to suppose that they are to . 
be injured in some way ; and every attempt either to put them in a 
room, to give food, baths or medicine, or to do anything about their 
persons, if made with angry looks, cross words or violence, only 
tends to confirm their false ideas and make their resistance the 
more obstinate and determined. : 

The truth of these views is-unquestionable, and is confirmed dai- 
ly by convalescent patients, who are able to describe their motives 
and feelings when highly excited. 

Under no circumstances will no attendant be excused for 
striking a blow, or laying violent hands upon a patient, unless in 
the clearess case of self-defence, or to provent his committing 
serious injury to himself or others. 

Attendants are never to manifest fear of any patient, but, while 
treating them with firmness and decision, at the same time it must 
be with mildness and kindness. ۱ 

They must take every.proper opportunity to inspire the patients 
with respect for and confidence in the officers, and: to convince 
them of the true character of the. Institution, and of its leading 
object, the promotion of the restoration and comfort of its patients. 

They are promptly to interfere when patients are disposed to 
quarrel, and by kind words, and engaging their attention with 
other objects, prevent difficulty. A kind word fitly spoken will 
prevent many a scene of excitement, just as a harsh remark, an 
angry look, an unkind allusion, or a rude act, on the part of an 
attendant, may be the origin of difficulties which will last for 
hours. 

They are to carefully avoid talking to patients on the subject of 
their delusion, or to others in the hearing of the patients, and, as 
much as lies in their power, they should endeavor to prevent others - 
from doing so. ۱ 

They must never allow patients to be laughed at, ridiculed, or 
harshly spoken to on account of their delusions or the peculiarities 
of their behavior. No greater proof of a want of correct feeling 
could be given than indulging in levity in reference to the afilic- 
tions of our fellow-beings. 

Deception is always to be avoided, and. particular care is to 
be taken that promises are not made that cannot be performed. 

They are not to furnish writing material or books to the patients, 
nor make purchases for them, without consulting the physician. 
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All letters, parcels, or packages (except clothing) to or from 
patients are to pass through the hands of the physician. When 
patients have tobacco, or forbidden articles of any kind, it is the 
duty of the.attendant promptly to report it. 

All damage done by patients is to be entered on a book provided 
for the purpose, and through the supervisor delivered to the Stewart 
at the end of every week. EE 

2. Supervision oF PATIENTS AND Warps.—Each attendant 
is responsible for every patient under his or her care, and is ex- 
pected to be able at any mument to say where each individual can 
be found. 

If any one is discovered to be missing. report is to be imme- 
diately made to the Supervisor and one of the officers, and the 
proper search instantly instituted. 

An attendant allowing a patient to go out of a ward is considered 
responsible for his or her safe return. | 

Une attendant must always be present with the patients in eack 
ward, unless express directions are given to the contrary. When 
it is necessary to leave, except for a temporary purpose, it must be 
known that a substitute fills the place. 

When patients remain much in their own rooms, the attendants 
are to find reasons for frequently calling to see how they are en- 
gaged, or if they require any particular attention. 

On certain occasions, one attendant may guard two contiguous 
wards for a very short period—but not otherwise, unless by special 
direction of one of the physicians. 

3. Morninc Duries.—The attendants will rise punctually at 
the ringing of the bell, and take charge of their wards before the 
night watch goes off duty. "They will then open the chamber 
doors; give the patients a kind greeting, atleast wish them **good 
morning," and see that they are properly dressed, well washed, 
and have their hair and clothes neatly brushed. 

Immediately after opening the doors, the attendants will remove 
the chamber utensils, never without being covered, from the rooms,. 
and have the bedding laid on chairs for airing. They will then 
commence putting the rooms and corridors in good order, and, 
after the beds and bedding have been sufficiently aired, have them 
properly made up for the day. 

Every part of’ the wings is to be prepared for inspection at the 
physician's visit, which will be commenced not later than eight 
o'clock every morning. 

4. CLEANLINESS AND VENTILATION OF THE Warps.—Livery 
part of the wards is to be kept scrupulously neat, clean, and well 
ventilated at all times. . 

Whenever any unpleasant effluvium is discovered, the cause of 
it is to be searched for and promptly removed, day or night. 

When any part of a parlor, chamber, or hall is accidentally 
soiled, it is to be cleaned at once. 
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Whenever a bed or the سم‎ ofa 5 room a has been disatranged, 
itis to bê promptly put in order. 

The halls and parlors must be: swept a as: iota in each day as is 
necessary, to keep them perfectly cleán.. . 

If an attendant from one ward, in' passing through ‘another, 
spills oil; medicine, &c., he is bound at once to clean the place.. 

- Unless directions are given to the contrary, the chambers and 
corridors are to be. scrubbed at least once a week, and as much 
oftener as may be required. - 

The spittoons are to be kept 20 and frequently emptied. The 
water closets, urinals, &c., are to be carefully watched, and pre- 
vented from impairing the purity of the air in the ward. 

Nothing is clean enough if it can be made. cleaner. 

All beds that are ‘soiled are to be removed from the wards im- 
mediately after the patients rise in the morning—and after break- 
fast clean ones are to be substituted. If only wet, the wet straw 
or hair is to be removed, and boiling water poured through the 
soiled part, after which it is to be thorouglily dried before being 
returned to the chamber. 

A clean sheet and pillow case are to be put on each bed at least 
once à week, and when the spreads become soiled they are to 8 
sent to the wash- house. 

When patients wish to lie down during the day, they are to go 
to their own rooms fur the purpose—and the attendants will see 
that the bedding is not soiled, and that it is put in order as soon as 
they get up. The health of many patients requires this indulgence 
every day. 

5. Mears AND Givine Foop.—The attendants will see that 
the patients are always up and ready for breakfast, at the prescribed 

hou. They will carefully observe that they pass to and from the 
sem in good order, returning directly to the wards when they 
leave the dining-room. 

When patients take their meals with the officers in the centre 
building, they are to be accompanied thereto, unless they have the 
full privilege of the grounds. ' 

Those patients who take their meals in hee own rooms, or at a 
table in the ward, are to be served promptly, and especial care is 
to be taken that their food is brought to them warm, and in good 
order. and, whenever necessary, an attendant is to remain with 
“hem while they aré eating. 

Care is to be taken that no knife, fork, or other article that 
could be used as 2 weapon, is left in the ward, or taken from the 
tables. When any such instrument is missed, prompt measures 
must be taken for its recovery. 

The attendants will not leave. their wards for the patients’ meals, 
nor for their own, till the ringing of the bell to call them for these 
purposes. ‘They will return promptly t to their wards after finishing 
their own al 
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The Steward and Matron wil] visit, as often as possible, all the 
dining-rooms, during the hours for meals, and also have a supervi- 
sion of the mode in which patients have their meals served to. them 
in the wards, or in their rooms. All deficiences or wants are to be 
promptly reported to these officers, and their instructions on these 
points are to be strictly attended to. 

Patients are never to be forced to take food but in the presence 
of one of the Physicians, the Steward or Matron, or Supervisor— 
and never but by the express direction of one of the Physicians. 

6. ADMINISTRATION OF Mepicinu.—The trays containing the 
medicine cups will be called for at the office by the Supervisor, or 
such person as may be indicated by the Physician, half an hour be- 
fore breakfast and dinner, and at 7 o'clock p.m. The attendants 
will receive their trays as they are carried through their respective 
wards, administer the medicine, see that it is all properly taken, 
wash the cups, and have the trays ready to be sent back by the 
individual who calls for them when returning to the office. If 
there has been any difficulty in taking the medicine, the attendants 
will report the fact to the person carrying the trays, who will make 
a verbal report to the Assistant Physician, or a register of it on a 
book which he will leave at the office on his return. 

The utmost gentleness is to be used in giving medicine, and 
every proper means employed to induce the patient to take it 
willingly. When it is positively refused, and the Physician believes 
its administration important, either the Assistant Physician, 
Steward, Matron, or Supervisor, must be present, before any force 
can be used. 

When the attendants suppose any mistake has occurred in the 
medicine sent, or when a patient complains of being sick, or having 
any unusual symptoms, the medicine should be retained in the cup 
till one of the physicians can be seen upon the subject. l 

Any striking or unexpected effect in the operation of medicine is 
to be promptly reported. . 

When a patient complains of being sick, or is supposed to be 
so, the fact should be reported without delay to one of the 
Physicians. . : 

The person carrying the medicine from the office cannot select 
a substitute, on any occasion, without the consent of one of the 
Physicians. 

7. Barutne.—Unless a special exemption is made by the Phy- 
sician, every patient will take a warm bath once a week. The 
temperature to be such as is most grateful to the patient. 

Unless otherwise specially directed, hot baths, administered for 
medical purposes, will be given at a temperature of ninety-eight 
degrees, as shown by the thermometer, and this temperature is to 
be kept up by the addition of hot water as may’ be required. 
While in these baths, the patients are to have a towel frequently 
wrung out of cold water, kept constantly on the head. Where it 
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ean conveniently be arranged, immediately before retiring to bed 
` js the best hour for.giving this kind of bath.. When not-otherwise 
' "directed; and the fiatierits exhibit.no weakness,they should remain 
` jn tlie bath thirty minutes.: -If the-patient appears weak, or com- 
‘plains of’ any unusual symptoms,. he should’ be -taken out .of the 
bath, and promptly placed in bed. When these baths are ready 
‘for usé, the Supervisor should ‘be: informed, that he may be 
` present.’ Mustard foot baths should be used at as high a tempe- 

-Yature as the patient can comfortably bear, and the addition of hot 
water will occasionally be required to keep up the temperature. 
From one to two tablespoonfuls of mustard should be put in each 
bucket of water. The feet should be kept in the water not less 
` than twenty-five minutes. These. baths should be taken imme- 
diately before going to bed. ٍ ١ 0 

8. ,ور رورم‎ —The shaving -of patients is to be done by the at- 
tendants in each ward at stated intervals, and patients who desire 
to be shaved more frequently are ‘to be gratified in this particular. 
Great care is to be taken that no injury is done with the razors, all 
of which are to be carefully kept by the attendants. When the 
, Physician has allowed a patient to shave himself, an. attendant 
must always be present, and no other patient in the room at the 
time. > 

9, WALKING OUT WITH Parients.—lIt is desirable that every 
patient not too feeble, or too sick, should walk out about the grounds 
at least once in each morning, and once in each afternoon. 

Immediately after the Physician's morning visit, in suitable 
weather, one attendant in each ward should prepare fo go out with 
as many patients as it is proper to take at once—the other atten- 
dants remaining to do the work of the ward. Upon the return of 
the first company, a second should go out, and so on till all in the 
ward have had the proper amount of exercise. In the afternoon, 
the same plan should be adopted. and continued till near tea time. 

When walking out with patients, the attendants will as far as 
possible consult their wishes, in regard to the direction of the 
walk, &c.,—will be vigilant to keep them together and prevent 
their strolling—take care that those from different wards miss as 
little as possible, and that no more are taken in one company. than 
can properly be attended to. 

When patients’ habits are careless, the attendants will see that 
they do not lie on the ground, or improperly expose themselves to 
the sun, &c. l 27 

Attendants, when out with patients, will avoid entering into con. 
versation with each other, reading, &c', by which their proper 
١ supervision may be prevented. 

No patient can remain out after tea in summer, nor after sunset 
in winter, without specia] permission from the Physician. 

All patients going out to walk beyond the yards must be accom- 
panied by an attendant, unless the Physician has given them the 
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If any patient, having the privilege of the. grounds, or absent 
by special permission, does not return’ at the: appointed hour, the 
attendant in charge will report the fact to any of the officers, and 


ascertain the reason therefor. : "ame 

Patients are not to be taken upon the dome without special per- 
mission. 

When outside with patients, attendants will be especially careful 
to avoid crowds, railroads, and all other dangerous places. They 
will strictly avoid paying any visits when they have patients with 
them, or entering any tavern or house for any purpose. 

The Physician alone gives the privilege of the grounds, or per- 
mission to patients to pay visits at home or elsewhere. 

10. Patrents AT Work anp Ovr.Doon ATTENDANTS. 
Such patients as are deemed suitable will be allowed by the Phys. 
ician to go out to work, under the care of the out-door attendants, 
gardener or farmer; but no one is to be taken out of the wards for 
this purpose, unless some general permission of the kind has been 
previously given by this officer. The attendants will take especial 
care that the patients de not engage in improper kinds of labor, 
and that they do not overwork themselves. ۱ 

These patients must always be kept under observation, and 
when a strong disposition to escape is manifested, they must be 
constantly near the attendant. 

No patient should be taken out of à ward to work, or for other 
purposes, by an officer or by any other person, without mentioning 
£he fact to one of the attendants. 1 

All attendants are expected to go out and work with patients, 
whenever it is deemed desirable for them to do so ; and when thus 
engaged, they will carefully avoid every appearance of superintend. 
ing the patients, instead of working with them, but should induce 
them to labor by persuasion and example, and not by giving orders 
to them. 

11. RETIRING AT NienuT.—-Patients are not to retire before 
eight o'clock P. m., without permission, unless in cases of sickness 
or fatigue. After the bell rings at 8$ r. .كد‎ patients may retire in 
every part of the house. Those in the first and second wards may 
remain up afterwards, according to their wishes, so that they re. 
tire in time to allow the attendants to close their doors at half-past 
nine. 

Attendants, as well as patients, are expected to be in their rooms 
ata quarter before ten o'clock, and after ten o'clock no light can 
be kept burning in any room, unless in case of sickness. {Ín each 
ward, however, one light will be kept burning in the hall, to be 
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After patients have commenced retiring, all persons are to be 
careful to avoid making a noise of any kind that might disturb those 
who are in bed. 

Where patients lodge in a different ward from that in which 
' they pass the day, it is the duty of the attendant having them in 
charge during the day to take them to their rooms and see them 
comfortably in bed, unless otherwise directed; and it will also be 
the duty of the attendant of the ward in which they sleep to see 
them up and dressed in the morning, and returned in seasonable 
time to the ward from which they came the previous evening. 

Before closing the door, the attendant should wish the patient a 
good night, and be certain that he is actually in the room. "The 
door is then to be locked and tried, to ascertain that the bolt has 
properly slipped. 

No patient's door is ever to be left unlocked at night, without 
special permission from the Physician being given to the attendants 
of the ward and to the night watch. 

“12. SECLUSION OF PATIENTS IN THEIR Roons.— Whenever 8 
patiént becomes so noisy or so violent that the attendants, after try- 
ing all proper means, believes it necessary to place him in a private 
room, he should provide such assistancé as will convince the patient ` 
that resistance will be useless. It must then be done in the most . 
mild and gentle manner possible. When the patient is inthe room, 
the attendants should sit down quietly by him, and calmly tell him 
why he has been placed there, and that he will be released as soon 
as he is able to control himself. No matter how unreasonable the 
patient af pears, this should be done. Under no circumstances can 
it be justifiable to force a patient into a room, and suddenly close 
the door, without a word of explanation. 

-A room having a wire or close shutter, and if possible a wicket 
door, is always to be selected for the seclusion of an excited pati- 
ent. As soon as the patient is inthe room, the fact is to be stated 
to one of the Physicians, or a memorandum of it left on the office 
slate. 

Where it is necessary that. the patients should be secluded -in 
their own rooms, the attendants should. be careful to see them fre- 
quently, to ascertain that they have every thing proper that can 
minister to their comfort, and to know in what manner they are oc- 
cupied. 1 

When a patient is very violent, one person on each side taking 
au arm, and a third at his back, can almost always convey any or- | 
dinary individual to his room, or remove him from ward to ward, 
with“nt ‘little difficulty or injury to any one. 

"3: RESTRAINING Apparatus.—The use of restrianing appa- 
ratus-is productive: of so many and such serious evils, and is now so 
nearly abolished’ in all well-conducted Institutions for the insane; - 


that it will not be permitted to be applied here in any case, except 
Journal 4, 
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by the express direction of the Physician of the Institution, or, in 
case of his absence from the premises, by that of the Assistant, 
Physician. m s 

Seclusion to a private room, and the personal care of. attendants, 
must be relied on till the Physician can be found, and his directions. 
in reference to future proceedings given. It is, in most cases, much 
better for one or two aítendants to sit by a patient for several hours. 
than to put on any restraining apparatus, although the latter may 
in very rare cases ultimately be necessary, and even beneficial. 

Whenever patients are fastened on the bed by the apparatus 
used for that purpose, or when their hands are confined in any 
way, the attendants must never forget that, thus situated, they re- 
quire constant attention, as they are unable to assist themselves, 
and may thus easily get into habits that will afterwards give great 
trouble and annoyance. l ۱ 

14. Escape.—The escape of patients is always exceedingly 
annoying, and although such events will occasionally occur, it 
must never be allowed to be from neglect. ۱ 

Patients are more apt to escape when passing from one part of 
the building to another, or when allowed to pass out for some par- 
ticular purpose—or if near a crowd, or in the streets of a city-—or 
about twilight. At such times and in such places, therefore, they 
must be particularly watched. 

An attendant’s eye should always be kept on a patient known 
to be disposed to escape. — 

When it is clearly made out that a patient has escaped from the 
carelessness or neglect of an attendant, the expense of recovering 
the patient will be charged to the attendant, at the discretion of 
the Physician. 5 

When a patient is found to be missing, a search should at once 
be instituted where the individual was. last seen, and if any traces 
are discovered, pursuit should be instantly made. But, if not dis. 
covered at once, the fact should be promptly communicated to one. 
of the Physicians, or other officers or supervisors, and any other at- 
tendant that may be met with. ‘The officers will then give direc- 
tions what course is to bé adopted to recover the patient. ‘The at. 
tendant following the patient should, if possible, leave word in 
what direction he proposés going, and should know that some one 
takes special care of the patients he leaves. When a patient is 
brought back, no offensive allusion is to be made to the escape; but. 
he is to be treated in all respect as if nothing of the kind had.oc-. 
curred, except that he is to be watched more carefully in future. ` 

15. Suicipan CasEs.—When patients have a disposition to 
commit injury on, their own persons, all experience goes to show 
that there is no certain security but. by constant watching. Care 
should be taken to place out of reach all the means that would be 
likely to be resorted to, and the patient must be kept constantly in . 
sight, treated with great kindness aod sympathy, and his attention, |

serious in ‘its effects as a whole hour: 2 

Before placing such a patient in his room, it should’ be“carefulty 
inspected; and when‘ the clothing is taken off, it should be exam. 
ined or removed entirely from the chamber. : 

Especial care is to be taken of such patients about twilight, or 
while others are going to or passing from meals, or to or from 
walks, and at all times when the general attention is likely to be 
distracted, as these are the hours when attempts are most likely to 
be made. | s- 

Incasean attendant should ever discover tkat such an accident 
has occurréd, he must maintain his coolness, give prompt relief if 
any can be rendered, then lock the door, quietly inform one of the 
Physicians or other officers, the Supervisor, or another attendant—— 
but give no alarm that would excite other patients, or do anything 
that would lead them to discover what has occurred, 

16. Daxcrrovs WEAPONS —Especial care must be taken at all 
times that patients do not become possessed of knives, razors, or 
dangerous weapons of any kind. Frequent search for such articles 
must be made in the wards, and when the existence of any is sus- 


. pected, every possible means must be used to discover them. 


Anything .seen lying about the wards, yards or grounds that 
might prove dangerous in the hands of a violent patient, should be 
carefully and. promptly removed. 

17. PROHIBITED AnTICLEs.—lt is strictly prohibited to patients 
to use tobaco in any form, while under the care of this Institution, 
unless by express permission of the Medical Superintendent. It is 
a filthy habit, and experience has satisfactorily shown that it is in- 
jurious to most persons, and to many, excessively so. ME 

No patient is to have in his possession any razor, knife, or other 
article that in his own hands or the hands of others might be used ' 
as a dangerous weapon. 

Patients are not ‘to receive or forward any letters, parcels, or - 
packages of any kind, without the knowledge and approbation ‘of 
thé Physician. 7 

18. Patrenrs’-CLornine.—The clothing ef'every ° nê’ pa-^ 
tient-is to be ‘examined at the earliest opportunity aftér ‘admission, ~ 
to ascertain whether there are knives, weapons: of ary kind; money, : 
tobacco, or other forbidden articles’ upon his person:,- If any’: 
found; they aré to be promptly given to the Steward for 5۵16 ت16‎ 
ing. : mw 

The clothing ‘of a patient is not to be taken intoa ward until it 
has‘been examined; anê a list of. articles taken“by-the “Steward ‘or ` 
Matron. All hew clothing sént to a patient should pass’ throigh ' 
the same hands, and be registered in the same way, before it is 
used. No unmarked: clothes should go to wash, or be üsed bya: 
patient. i 
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The attendants will carefully see that patients change their 
clothes regularly, and all reasonable requests in reference to 
changirg clothes are to be gratified. 

Soiled clothes are never to be allowed to remain in a patient's - 
room, but are at once to be put among those to be sent to the wash- 
house. 

The clothing of patients is to be kept neat and clean, and well 
brushed at all times. If buttons are found to be missing, or holes 
are seen in a garment, it is to be taken at once to the seamstress 
to be repaired. If suspenders or other necessary articles in the 
wards are found wanting, they are to be asked for till they are 
furnished. Shoes are to be kept tied—stockings gartered—clothing 
buttoned or fastened, at all hours. and on all patients. 

When patients wet their clothing, they are to be changed as 
cf.en as may be necessary to make them dry and comfortable, even 
if every hour. The wet part of their clothing may be dipped in 
hot water and dried, Lut is not to be returned to the ward without 
undergoing this process. 

Pains are to be taken to induce patients to be neat in their 
dress, to wear slippers when within doors, and in wet weather to 
change their shoes after walking out. 

19. Visrrinc BETWEEN WaRDs.—As the duties of each at. 
tendant are confined almost exclusively to a single ward, they can 
have bat rare calls in any cther, unless specially directed by the 
proper authority to go there. 

In going to and from the centre building, they will avoid passing 


through wards not necessary in their way. 


Patie ents, too, are not to visit from ‘ward to ward, without per- 
mission from one of the Physicians—and no patient is to be trans- 
ferred from one ward to another except by special direction of the 
Physician, unless some high excitement may induce the Assistant 
Physician to change a patient temporarily. 

30. Leave or ABSENCE.—T'o those who perform their duties 
faithfully, it is wished to allow as much relaxation and as much abs 
sence as is consistent with the kind of service required, and the 
welfare of the patients will permit; but, whenever the absence of 
attendants is deemed likely to be prejudicial to the patients, they 
are expected to remain at their posts. 

Leave of absence is granted only by the Physician. If he is 
absent more than an entire day, the Assistant Physician is to be 
applied to, but not otherwise, except under extreme circumstances. 

‘The usual time for absence will be from 14 P. w., or after the 
patients’ and attendants’ dinner is entirely finished, i the ordinary 
hour of return in the evening. 

Promptness in returning at the hour up to which PEE of ab- 
sence was given is always to be carefully observed. If unforeseen 
circumstances positively prevent this for any length of time, word 
should be sent to the Asylum. 
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.,,, Without. special.permission, no one is to-leave the premises. at 


any time, or for any purpose, unless in walking. with patients, till 
after the patients begin to retire at 8 P. x. They will be careful 
always to be inside the enclosure at half-past nine; and in their 


own chambers af a quarter before ten. In returning to their rooms 


in the evening, care must be taken to avoid disturbing those who 
have retired, either by the noise of walking or loud conversation. 
An attendant should not leave his charge during the day, for any 


purpose, without the consent of one of the officers or of the 
Supervisor. 


Permission should always be obtained to leave the ward before 
going out of it to see any visitor, and the absence should then be 
short; and visitofs are never to be taken through the house or 
grounds without permission. 

On the Sabbath, leave of absence is always supposed to be 
for the purpose of attending Divine worship. If granted for the 
morning, the attendants are expected to return before dinner; if in 
the afternoon, (leaving after dinner is fully over, not before 14 ۰ 
M.,) to return by the ordinary hour in the evening. 

When about to leave, the attendants will call at the office and 
put their keys on the hooks provided for the purpose, and report 
themselves either to one of the Physicians, or leave their names 
and the hour of going out on a slate provided for the purpose, and 
in like manner report themselves on their return. 

They are never on any occasion to lend' their keys to any 
person, and especially not to a patient, without directions to that 
effect from the Physician. -an 

When attendants are absent from their duties for any length of 
time, on their own private business or for pleasure, they will have 
the loss ot time deducted on the settlement of their accounts, at the 
discretion of the Physician. Du 

` Attendants and others employed in the house are not to visit the 
friends of patients, unless requested to do so by the Physician. 

21. Notice to LEAVE AND Discuagoks.—Whenever any 
one employed wishes to give up his situation, he is only required to 
give two week's notice of his intention. M E 

Whenever the Institution wishes to dispense with the services 
of any one, the same notice will be given, or payment for that 
period, at the discretion of the Physician. 

Whenever any one is discharged, however, for any violation of 
rules or improper conduct, no such notice will be given, nor pay- 
ment made but up to the time of discharge. . 

As many very worthy and well-intentioned persons do. not pos. 
sess the natural qualifications to make them valuable in the care of 
the insane. the officers of the Institutien in all their engagements 
expressly reserve the right al any time to dispense. with the services , 
of any one by giving two weeks notice, or by paying for tha — 
period, and this with or without assigning their reasons therefor!

DUTIES OF WATCHMAN AND WATCHWOMAN. 


The watchman will commence his rounds at half past nine 
e'clock, at which hour he will call at the Physicians’ office for di- 
rections forthe night. He willkeep moving about from ward to 
ward during the entire night, and will visit every part of the house 
(exceyt that occupied by the female patients,) at least every hour, 
frequently passing on the outside of the hospital, and noticing the 
out buildings. 

He must be kind, gentle and soothing in his manner to the pa. 
tients, and take every moans in his power to tranquilize those that 
are excited, and to allay the fears and apprehensions of the timid. 
He will see that they are promptly supplied with watergwhen it is 
asked for, and that all their little reasonable wants are attended to. 

He will be careful to make as little noise as possible in moving 
about, and to always speak to patients in a low tone of voice. — 

He will notice particularly all unusual sounds in the patients' 
rooms, and ascertain their cause, or give prompt notice to the 
proper attendant. 

When they are sick in the wards he wiil pay them frequent 
visits --attend to all their wants, and if required, administer their 
medicine. l 

He will report to the Physician all irregularities, every instance 
of neglect, and all violations of rule that may come under his no- 
tice in any part of the house or on the premises—and enter upon 
the office book any remarks he may have to make upon the oc- 
currenoes of the night. ` 0 ME. 

Should he discover fire in any part of the hospital or out-build- 
ings, if it is not in his power at once to extinguish it, he will imme- 

iately give notice to the officers and then to tlie attendants, but 
Vever raise a general alarm. 

He is to ring the bell at the prescribed hour, and perform such 
other duties as may be assigned him.. 

The attendants being up, and in charge of the wards, at six 
o'clock a. m., his duties cease till one r. m., after which his time 
is at the command of the Institution till sunset, from which hour he 
is relieved till 9} p. ۰ i 
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strictest fidelity—to be constantly vigilant, and never to sleep while 
on duty. Any suspicion of a want of fidelity in these officers must 
necessarily disqualify them for their stations. Individuals failing 
to perform their whole duty, from fear or any other cause, will not 
be retained in éither of these stations.

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GENTLEMEN :—The Board of Directors respectfully present, 
as their annual statement, the following report, recently made fto 
the Legislature, on the condition of the Cempany, its operations 
during the past year, and its future prospects, merely adding the 
Chief Engineer's report, new tabular statements of receipts and 
expenditures, transportation car &c., &c., and a few remarks 
on the present state ofthe work 


To the Honorable Senate and House of Representatives of ihe 
State of Louisiana. 


The President and Directors of the New Orleans, Jackson and 
Great Northern Railroad Company, respectfully present the follow- 
ing report on the condition of the company, in conformity with 
law : l 

The road is now completed from New Orleans to the Bogue 
Chitto Valley, a distance of one hundred and thirteen miles, and 


from Jackson to Canton, twenty-four’ mlies—total, one hundred and , 


thirty-seven miles. On these portions of the road freight and 
passenger trains run daily. 


Track laying is progressing from both ends of the road: From. 


Jackson, southward, one and a half miles are already ironed, and 
from the Bogue Chitto Valley, northward, .seventeen aud a half 


miles are ready for the rails, which are being laid at the rate of a. 


mile anda halfper week. ‘The Board had expecten these seven- 


teen and a half miles to be laid this month, but a delay of three 
weeks in ene nea bridges, during which time the trains cold. 
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hot pass up wi,h iron, and a loss of four or five weeks from bad 
weather, prevented it. Yet the progress of tracklaying has been 
. as rapid as was consistent with good work, and on the whole has 
been satisfactory. 

There are fifty-one and a half miles, beginning one mile and a 
half south of Jackson, and. ending.two miles north of. Brookhaven, 
not yet ready for the rails. The earthwork, masonry and bridge- 
ing are under contract, to be completed by September next. A 
very large force is at present at work upon it. "The track laying 
will be carried on from both ends as fast as the roadway is pre- 
pared. The rails chairs, &c., for the track, from Jackson south. 
ward, are sent by steamboats from New Orleans to Vicksburg, 
and thenee by the Vicksburg Railroad to Jackson, where the two 
roads connect. 

Six thousand five hundred tons iron rails, sufficient with the stock 
which was then on hand, to iron the whole road, were purchased 
in England, during the past summer, on favorable terms. Nearly 
one hatf of it has already arrived: the remainder has all been 
shipped, the bills of lading being in the possesion of the company. 

Since the date of the last report of the company the. first forty- 
five miles of the road from New Orleans to Ponchatoula have been 
much improved, and are now in very good condition. From Poncha- 
toula to the northern terminus, the road will compare favorably 
with any road in the country. 

No doubt is entertained by the Board of the entire completion 
of the road between New Orleans and Canton, early in 1858. In 
anticipation of this, contracts were made last year for large addi- 
tions to our rolling stock. We have now on hand as will be seen 
by the accompanying statement F, thirteen locomotives ; five more 
have been shipped from Philadelphia, and are now on the way, 
- and fifteen more are delivered at the end ofthe present year, making a 
total of thirty-three, with which to commence the through business 
of the road. A large number of freight and passenger cars, con- 
tracted for at the same. time, were finished at Madison Ia., long 
since, but in consequence of the low stage of water in the Ohio 
river for many months, and its closing by ice almost as soon as it 
rose, the builder has found it impossible to forward them. Serious” 
inconvenience to.the company and to the public has been the re- 
sult. There has constantly been more freight at way-stations than 
could be promptly moved with. the limited number of cars at the’ 
command of the transportation department. This is not likely to ` 
occur after the present season, as, in addition to what.will be re- 
ceived under contract, arrangements are about being made by 
which any required number.may be turned out at the.depot by the. 
company's own car builders, at prices not higher than is paid for 
them at the North, and of better materials and workmanship. 

Deeming the speedy completion of the road of first importance, 
it has been the uniform policy of the Directors to expend the whole 
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of the receipts, as far as possible, in its construction and to appre- 
priate nothing for extensive depot buildings, but.to- rest content, for 
the time being, with those of a. cheap and. temporary character. 
Hence, the machine shops, freight. houses, وک‎ at-the depot, are 
little better than sheds. The Board have never regretted their 
economy in this .respect. "They. are^ convinced that the Great. 
Northern Railroad ig many miles longer. to-day than it would have 
been had their funds been invested in costly buildings: buf, in 
their opinion, the increasing. business of the company now renders 
the erection of some, additional buildings necessary, both on the 
score of convenience, and security, and they have made arrange- 
ments to build, at moderate cost, during the coming spring, an en- 
gine house of brick and iron, and a passenger house, freight house 
and car shop of wood. 

During the past year, by private enterprise, a line of first class four 
horse passenger stages.has been.put on the unfinished part of the 
road, connecting the trains on the southern end of the line with 
those on the nórthern end at. Jackson. aud also with the trains on 
the Vicksburg road. ' By means of the railroad and of these stages 
(which carry the U. S, mail) the trip from New Orleans to Jack. 
son is made in twenty-four haurs, less than half the average time 
required to go from New Orleans to Jackson by the river. 

The towns along the. entire route from.Nex Orleans to Jackson, | 
are now supplied with the.mail daily, where formerly many of them 
were visited but once .a week ; and the great saving of time has 
induced many travelers to abandon the river route altogether. 

By reference to statement E, it will be seen that the freight and 
passenger earnings for 1845, were $123,305 .34, and for 1856, 
$177,639..99,. making a difference in favor of last year of $54,. 
334 65, or abou; forty-four per cent. ‘This. increase, all things 
considered, is satisfactory, for although. much work has been done 
on the road within the past year in the shape of graduation, masons 
ry.and bridging, but little has been added to the track. Yet these 
earnings are. insignificant if contrasted. with what they will be 
when the road is entirely completed between New Orleans and Can. . 
ton. Thefollowing is an estimate made up last year, but it is proba- 
ble that its figures will fall far short of the-reality::

The various railroads with which the Great Northern wili con- 
nect, are most accurately and clearly described by his exeellency, 
the Governor of the State, in his recent annual message to your 
honorable.body. (See extract from the Governors message on 
page at the end of this report.) 

. Many of these roads are finished, and every one of those not yet 
completed is making satisfactory progress in the work of construc- 
tion. Few are aware of the very little yet remaining to be done 
to connect New Orleans by railroad with every part of the Union, 
east of the Mississippi. It can scarce.y be doubted that, in 1859, 
the traveler will be enabled to go by rail from New Orleans to the 
remotest part of the country- "The Mississippi Central Railroad, 
with which this connects at Canton, runs in a northerly direction 
to Lagrange, Tenn., a distance of 188 miles, where it intersects 
the Memphis and Charleston Railroad. It will be finished in 1858. 
The Mississippifand Tennes:ee Central Railroad connects with the 
Mississippi Central at Lagrange, and runs in a northerly direction 
to Jackson, Tenn., a distance of 45 miles, there tapping the Mobile 
and Ohio Railroad. It will be finished within a few months. 
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“That patt -of the, Mobile and. Ohio Railroad between Jackson, 
-Fenn and. Columbus, Ky», on the. Mississippi river, 16 miles youth 
of Cairo, at the mouth: of the Ohio river, will be finighed ‘by No- 
-vember-of the present year. A.lipe of. steamboats on the sixteen 
„miles between Columbus and Cairo, to be run by the Ilinois 
-Central Railroad Company, will connect the Illinois Central and 
„Mobile and Ohio Railroads, .until the sixteen miles of railroad be: 
tween those two points shall be completed. ` ‘The distance from 
Jackson, Tenn., to Cairo is 196 miles, and the total distance from 
New Orleans to Cairo is 565 miles. ‘The time required to run 
through will be twenty three hours. The time by steamboat i is 

from fiye to eight days. . . 

The Memphis and Charleston Railroad will be completed in a 
few months. It runs from Memphis to Stevenson, on the Nashville 
and Chattanooga Railroad. By this road, and those running from 
its eastern terminus in a.northeasterly direction, all completed ex. 
cept the “East Tennessee and Virginia," and the “Orange and 
Alexandria? Railroads, (and they will be finished in 1858,) we 
have a direct*route, entirely by railroad from New Orleans to New 
York, 1318 miles in length, which may be run over, at a moderate 
speed in 58 hours. 

During the past year the Board of Lirectors issued three thous- 
and bonds, of one thousand.doMars each. dated July 1, 1856 at 
thirty years, bearing interest, payable semi-annually, at the rate 
of eight per cent. ‘per annum, and secured by a first mortgage of - 
the railr oad, its lands, appurtenances, franchises &c., with the view 
of raising, by the sale of a portion, of them; an amount sufficient to 
complete the building and equipment of the road to Canton. The 
wae amougt disposed of, to the first instant, was $633.000, leav- 

g $2,367,000 in the hands of the Company. Nearly half a ml- 
lion of the $633, 000 were sold in England, on satisfactory terms, 
by the highly respectable and, responsible house of Messrs. Jobn 
Henry Schroder & Co. of London, notwithstanding the adverse con- 
dition of the.money markets of Europe. An arrangement has been 
made with Messrs. Schroder & Co. for further sales, which, it is 
not doubted will supply the necessary means to carry the work to 
successful completion. ‘The avarage price at which the six hun- 
dred and thirty-three bonds were ‘disposed of was about ninety- 
eight and three quarters per cent., including. exchange on those 
sold in England. By the statement of reciepts and expenditures, 
marked A and B, which accompany this report, it wil be found 
that $406,383 47 is set down as the amount received on account 
of these bonds. The balance is yet to be settled for, the pay ments 
on those sold in England being made by installments.

Exiract from the Message of the Governor of Louisiana to the 
Legislature, referred to in the foregoing report. 

The New Orleans, Jackson and Great Northern Railroad is ap- 
proaching rapidly its final completion to Canton, Miss., two hundred 
and six miles from New Orleans; of this distance, one hundred 
and thirty-seven miles are completed and in daily use, and in the 
month of March, nineteen miles additional will be opened for 
transportation, leaving only fifty miles of the middle division, south 
of Jackson to be constructed. A large force of men.are employed 
on the unfinished portion of the road-way formation; the iron and 
other materials for completing the superstructure have been pur- 
chased, and an ample train of machiüery provided for the trans- 
poitation department. 


It is confidently believed that the road will be fully equipped for 
the fall business of 1838۰ . 

The last Congress donated to this company, also, the alternate 
'sections of public land within six miles ori either side of the road; 
but, as the lands in the immediate vicinity had been for the most. 
part entered by individuals, and those remote not being of a quality 
likely to become immediately availab'e for the wants of the com- 
pany, it has not been deemed expedient, up to this time, to accept 
the donation, and incur the servitude with which the grant is 
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‘burthened.,. The advanced Condition: of: the work, and ‘the ‘sok 
Yency. ‘and good credit, of the Company, ‘forbid apy: compromise of 
its future prospects for.a temporary consideration. , 

"This road will form the stem on which all the railroads east of 
the Mississippi, leading to New Orleans, will be engrafted: Ite 
‘branches will amount.to many thousands of miles; and as a grand 
Arynk, its. relation to other railroads will be the same as the Missis- 

' sippi to its numerous tributaries, Uniting with. the Mississippi 
. Cenfral at Canton— which road is in a forward condition— the line 

- of that road passes nearly north to. Jackson, 'l'ennessee, two hun- 
dred and thirty-six miles; thence uniting ‘with the Mobile and 
‘Ohio Railroad, aud pursuing the same direction, the Ohio river is 
reached at Cairo, and bya branch road at Paducah. -At Cairo, a 
-union with the Illinois Central Railroad will place New Orleans 
in communication, by. railroad, with the. whole system of roads . 
riorth-of the Ohio river, and with the great lakes. At Jackson, 
Mississippi, the Great Northern Railroad. is intersected by the 
Vicksburg and Jackson Railroad, which:forms a connecting link 
for travel with the Vicksburg, Shrev eport and Texas Railroad, and 
the Southern Pacific Railroad before described. Eastwardly from 
‘Jackson, and in continuation of the: Vicksburg and Jackson Rail- 
road, the Southern, Railroad, and the Alabama Central Railroad, 
passing through Brandon, Marion and Selma, to Montgomery, con- 
nect us with the Southern Atlantic railroads. Passing from 
Jackson, Mississippi, two hundred and eight miles, by the Northern 
Route, before described, the Memphis and Charleston Railroad in- 
tersects the Mississippi Railroad near the Tennessee line. ‘This 
connection brings into the Great Northern Railroadwhe confluents 
of the Memphis and Charleston Railroad, and leads to Washington 
City by the East Tennessee and Georgia. Railroad and the Vir- 
ginia and Tennessee Railroad, via Knoxville, Abingdon and 
Lynchburg. Numerous branch "roads enter the Great Northern 
line, first described, between Jackson, Tennessee, and the Ohio 
` River, forming connections with Nashville, Louisville and other 
important towns in ‘Tennessee and Kentucky. The State of Ten- 
nessee has subscribed ten thousand dollars per mile to her 
principal railreads, payable as the road-bed is completed. This 
liberal aid will furnish the iron superstructure, and leave to indi- 
vidual enterprise the burthen only, of preparing the form on whieh 
it is laid. 

Looking west of the Mississippi, it will be seen that the princi- 
pal railroads of Arkansas, Missouri and Iowa, run nearly east to 
the river. Upon the waters of this great inlarid sea must be borne 
'to market the heavy burthens of her iron tributaries; but a large 
portion of the passengers will reach New Orleans over the Great 
Northern Railroad, which, by its successive links, forms a chain 
extending over sixteen degrees of latitude. I extract she following 
summary from an official report of the Company: 
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* When our connection is completed with the railroads above 
“described, we may réach-Chicago, (travelling at the rate of twenty. 
five miles per hour,) in thirty-six hours; Washington City in forty- 
eight hours, St. Louis in thirty hours, Cincinnati in ) ۵ 
hours, Nashville in twenty two hours, Shreveport and the Texan 
border in eigliteen hours, and all the intermediate points in tlte 
same ratio of reduction. This statement must convey to any re- 
flecting mind, the great importance of our enterprise; and when 
itis remembered that all the intercourse and tralfic of the vast 
systsm of roads which tend to New Orleans, must pass over ours 
-asa main trunk, its, value as an investment may readily be 
appreciated." ` 

Since the foregoing report was made to the Legislature, the 
track has been completed to Brookhaven, Miss., a distance of one 
hundred and twenty-nine miles from New Orleans, which, added 
to twenty-four. miles between Jackson and Canton, and two miles 
south of Jackson,-gives one hundred and fifty-five miles of finished 
track. Between Brookhaven and the point to which the track is 
laid south of Jackson, fifty-one miles, the work of grading, ma- 

- sonry, and bridging. is progressing vigorously, nearly one thousand 
choice hands being now employed on it; and as the iron rails for 
the whole of the work have heen received, the Board are confi- 
dent that the road will be entirely finished from New .Orleans to 
Canton, early in 1858. l ۱ 

That portion of the rodd which has been opened for business, 
is in excellent .running order, having been very much improved 
within the past few months. No accidént of any kind has oc- 
curred upon it for a long period, a circumstance highly creditable 
to the efficient and faithful officers of the transportation, repair and 
machinists’ departments. 1 ? 

‘The statement of receipts" and expenditures, marked B, which 
accompanies this report, is made up from the organization of the 
company, to the 7th inst., and shows the total receipts from all 

` sources to have been $6.440,864 85; expenditures, $5,360,403 89; 
balance in cash, New Orleans city bonds, Louisiana State bonds 
and bills receivable. $1,080,460 96. ‘Ihe bonds, however, are 
not at present available, being all pledged as security for loans. Of 
the receipts, it will be perceived that the sum of $1,815,610 38 
has been raised on bills payable, and first mortgage bonds; the re- 
mainder, by«receipts on account of subscriptions to capital stock, 
transportation earnings, and interest collected from the State of 
Louisiana and the City of New, Orleans on bonds held by the 
company. . 

. The Legislature of Mississippi, at ‘its last session, passed .an 
` act to lend to this and other railroad companies, the proceeds of the 
* Chickasaw Schoul Fund,” a fund arising from the sales of certain 
lands in that State. ‘The terms of the loan are that the money 
, shall be repaid in seven-years, with interest at the rate of eight 
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per cent. per anmum;p&yable semiannually, with apladgesof. first. 
mortgage bonds.as security. -Fhe Board, deeming the conditions 
advantageous, have accepted the loan, and have received twenty- 
five thousand dollars on account. of it.. ‘The share of this conipany 
will probably be about two hundred. thousand dollars, of which it 
is expected about one-half will be received this. year, and the other 
half in 1858. 

For the means to complete that part of the road South of Jackson, 
which is yet unfinished, the. Board rely upon negotiations óf the 
first mortgage bonds of ‘the company, which they have a reason- 
able hope of selling, from time to time, as money is needed. The 
tota | sum required will be about five hundred thousand dollars.

The time of completion of these contracts has been. arranged 
_ with the view of starting the track-laying from Jackson south on: 
the first of August next, and to continue laying from that end until 
wé meet the track coming north from Brookhaven. Without sóme 
unforseen contingency my expectation is that the tracks will. join’ 
some twenty-five miles south of Jackson and thirty-three north’ of 
Brookhaven, at or about the Ist of April, 1858. This slow 
pate of progress ‘with the track of only three miles per month will 
fe caused by detentions which will occur at some heavy points in 
the grading. 

Tho track was finished from Jackson to Canton, twenty-four miles,

pointed in receiving any benefit from the extension of the Missis- 
sippi Central Road above Canton. Through various causes their 
track has-advanced only seven miles from Canton north, but we 
have positive assurances that the- iron for thirty miles, which they 
have on hand in Canton, will be laid in time for the next fall 
business, In any event our earnings for the comihg fiscal year, 
will amount fully to one huridred thousand dollars between Canton 
and Jackson. No accident has occurred to detain the trains over 
fifteen minutes, and but one connection with the Vicksburg Road 
has been missed. No passenger has received the slightest injury. 
By constant labor the condition of.the road has been much ۰ 
proved. A train is engaged cleaning ditches, widening euts and 
removing slides. Most of the cuts have been trunked thoroughly: 
with heavy timber. It is well for the future interests of the Com- 
pany, that this section of the road has been opened so early. No 
one could have foreseen the difficulties attendant on the construc- 
tion of a road through such a country and -much loss would have 
ensued by the complete. interruption «to. business which the first 
severe winter would have caused. T 

A good brick waréhouse has been erected.at Canton; platforms 
and small freight houses, at the way stations. As soon as a small 
engine house and repair shop can be put up at Jackson, the con- 
atruction accounts can be closed on this section of the road.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS. 


‘To the stockholders of the Mississippi Central Railroad Co: 


GeNTLEMEN--At the time of your last Annual Meeting it was 
‘supposed, that you at this time could be congratulated on the com- 
pletion of some eighty miles of your road, but causes of delay in 
its construction not then anticipated and which could not be foreseen, 
have occurred ‘to prevent the. realization of your wishes and the 
expectation of the Directory. Prominent among these causes has 
bees the limited amonnt of -funds the Directory could command to 
meet the obligations of the' Company for work under contract at the 
date of my last Annual Report, and to supply the necessary materials 
for the superstructure. Disappointed in the reception of funds upon 
which reliance had been made to meet the engagements of the Com- 
pany, it is quite certain, had the construction of the Trestling, Bridg- 


. ing and laying down of the track been nore expeditiously ex- 
ecuted, the monthly payments to the Contractors! could not have 


been made, without a sacrifice of your interest, or injury to the 


credit of the Company cónsequeut upon default in payment, that 


may have resulted in more permanent detentions and delays. Even 
with the limited progress made in the extension of the road track, 
the Directory have been compelled to resort to temporary loans to 
enable them to pay for work performed and materials furnished. 
Had, the amount of work executed been greatly increased, it is

woh, 
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possible that even temporary loans, could not have been obtained 
to make payments, therefor. It has at all times been deemed ad- 
visable by the Directory to limit the amount. of work, and supply 
of materials, to the means of payment on which they should rely, 
and by punctuality in their engagements preserve the character and 
credit of the company. l 

No new contracts have been entered into during the past fiscal 
year for the execution of earth work, with the exception’ of two 
sections between Oxford and Water Valley, to prepare that part of 
the road-bed, for the superstructure for which iron rails have been 
»urchased, and one section in Holmes county, put under contract 
on terms favorable to the Company. E 

To insure an early completion of the Southern Division of your 
road, it will be necessary to put under contract all the unlet earth 
work, in Holmes county, consisting of.nine sections, as scon as the 
pecuniary condition of the Company will justify it. ‘These sections 
completed, you would then have a continuous road-bed from Can- 
ten to the vicinity of Middleton in the county of Carroll. Experi- 
ence has demonstrated the economy of having the embankments on 
the roadway sometime previous to laying down the superstructure 
thereon, that they may become fiim before trains pass over them. 
By this course, the saving in the cost ot repairs to the track after- 
the road is in operation, will more than reimburse any loss of in- 
terst occasioned by the early expenditure, and the injury, that may 
occur tothe work from heavy rains. 

The work of Bridging and Track-laying has not been prosecu- 
ted with as much expedition as was anticipated by the Directory, 
or in accordance with the engagements of the Contractor. In ad- 
dition to the pecuniary eauses already alluded to that has retarded 
` the progress of the work on the Northern Division, there was some 
delay in the commencement of Track-laying originating in the fail- 
ure of contractors, to complete the amount of earth work under- 
taken by them within the time stipulated in their agreements. 

The difficulty of procuring suitable timber, for bridging on the 
` line of the road north of ‘Tallahatchie river, and the necessity of 
transporting it a considerable distance bas been a fruitful cause of 
detention, and materially delayed the extension of the track. The 
road track was completed to Waterford, the first Station south of 
- Holly Springs, about the first of December last, but in consequence 
` of the heavy and long continued rains that immediately followed its 
completion, and the shrinkage of the newly made embankments, 
regular trains were not run over that part of the road until the 9th 
of February following. 

The Track has since been extended to the Tallahatchie river, - 
and daily passenger trains now run to that plaee. 

The Bridge for the Tallahatchie River is framed and will be 
erected as soon the water subsides so as to permit the completion 
ef the abuttments. . | o ۴ 

The commencement of the track-layingón the Southern Divis. 


- 
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don "was retarded and. has since. been. delayed. by the failure of 


' ١ those with whom contracts had been made. for the dilivery of crass- 


ties, to-comply with their engagements,.and to some extent, by the 
long continued high water in’ Doaks Creek and Big Black River. 
It is not apprehended that any future failure, in a supply of cross-- 
ties will occur, as the present contractor. has a large number of la- 
borers, employed in the delivery of a sufficient quantity tq lay the - 
Track to the Williams Ferry road. — ۱ 
. The track is now laid to Big Black River, a distance of ten . 
miles from Canton. The Bridge over the Big Black not being 
in readiness for erection it has heen determined to form a tempo- 


, rary crossing for the track, by driving piles, and thus expedite the.. 


laying down the rails north of the river. ; 

It appears from the report of Mr. E. G. Wall, the Superinten- 
dent of that portion of the Northern Division of the road now in. 
operation, herewith submitted, that the receipts from the road for the - 
fiscal year, embracing a.period of eleven months, bas been from all. 
sources $59,271 37. The expenses of-conducting Transportation, . 
cost of fuel, repairs of Road, Cars, Engines, &c., $32,289 91. 
Leaving a nett income of $56,981 26 or over one thousand dollars . 
per mile of road for the fiscal year ending on the first of the present - 
month. ‘This result is derived from the grorking of only twenty- . 
five miles of road, or nearly so, as the trains were not run to Water- 
ford, until the 9th of February, a season of the year when nearly. 
all the products of the country had been forwarded to market. Could 
the road have been safely operated to Waterford from the time the - 
track was laid down to that place, the receipts therefrom would : 
have been materiallyaugmented without any increase oftrafic bythe in. 
creased distanec freight and passengers would have been transported. 

_ The expense of repairs and operating the road may appear large - 
and they would he so, if proper allowance is not made for the un- 
precedented heavy rains, aud severe frost of the past winter, which 
increased the ordinary expenses of road, car and engine repairs. 
With the amount of equipments now on the road, the track may 
be put in such condition, and the drainage so perfected, during the - 
present summer, that thereafter the expenses of track repairs.: 
will be very much lessened. 5 ۱ 

The want of suitable work shops and tools, for the economical ` 
repairs of machinery has largely increased the expenditures, for 
that purpose, and can only be hereafter remedied by the erection,. 
of suitable buildings, and the purchase of tools sufficient for repairs 
of engines and cars. - : 

. By reference to the report of Robert Sterling, Esq., the present. 
Chief Engineer of your road accompanying this communication 
it will be seen that he estimates the entire cost of the road, in, 


. eluding that portion now finished with all necessary depot build, 


‘ings, engine and station houses, work shops, and a full complemen . 
of roHing stock for the road, when fully completed and in opera, 
tion, at $3,420,648 17 or $18,267 per mile: 
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ti this amount of-estimated coal is included the sum of $465,060 
for equipments, and for depot and other buildings $140,707 22, 
making. a total;of $605,707 22, 

In previous estimates of the cost of the road these items have not 
been included, as it was then thought, and.is now believed, that the 
income of the finished portions of the road, during the construction 
vf the residue, would be amply sufficient for the purchase of all 
necessary equipments, and the erection of all buildings required, 
previous to the completion of the entire. work, Deduct the cost 
ef equipments and buildings from the cost of the road, including 
those items and there would remain the sum of $2,814,840 95 as 
the necessary amount to prepare the road track for operation. 

Your former Chief Engineer, M. B. Hewson, ‘in his report 
made to the directory in May, 1853, estimated the cost of the road. 
bed, on the Oxford Ridge Route the one adopted at $1,261,352, 
and of the superstructure at $1,320,075, making the total cost of 
the road exclusive of « quipment $2,581,427. Mr. Sterling makes 
the following estinitte. For the road.bed $1,293,447, and for the 
superstructure $1,376,393 95, total $2,669,840 95, being 
$38,413 95 more than the estimate of Mr. Hewson. 

In Mr. Sterling’s. estimates he has: ambraced 4 3.4 miles of 
road, extending from theeState line of Tennessee, to the Memphis 
and Charleston road costing about $90,000 that was not inc'uded 
in Mr. Hewson’s computation. Mr. Hewson based his estimates 
for the superstructure on an iron rail weighing only 48 pounds to 
the lineal yard. Mr. Sterling’s estimate is based upon a rail 
weighing 56 pounds to the yard, the weight of the rail adopted, and_ 
laid on your road. 

The difference in the weight of the rail used, and the one re- 
commended by Mr. Hewsoü would increase its cost, delivered on | 
the line of road to the amount of $153,595. Thus showing that 
the present estimated cost of the road exclusive of equipments and 
buildings, is about $155,000, less than the estimate of Mr. Hewson, 
if proper allowance is made for the increased weight of iron rails. 
The most expensive portion of the entire road-bed is that division 
of it between the Memphis and Charleston road and the 'Tallahat. 

chie,river, upon which the track has been laid, as will be seen by, 
reference to the report of the Chief Engineer. : 

The total cost of that part of the northern division now in ope- 
ration, including all equipments. Depot- and other buildings has 
been. $20,400 per mile. 

I have presented this statement.at this time for the purpose of 
imparting additional assurance that your funds hayê been economi- 
cally expended, and that your road may be constructed without. any 
increase to the original estimated cost. The Chief Engineer 1e- 
ports fifty miles of ‘track now laid down. Forty one on the northern’ 
division and nine miles on the southern. The earth work on

cross-ties, not yet delivered, to: prepare the road bed, from the ‘Fal. 
lahatchie river to Water Valley, a distance of 29 3.4 miles, and ۰ 
from the Big. Black riverto 'l'eagues ferry road, a distance of 24 
miles, is estimated at $119,085. 

The cost of iron rails and laying them down on these two divi- 
sions embracing a distance of 53 3 4-miles, is estimated at 
$381,971. 27. 

` There is now in New Or leans, Memphis, and on tbe line of road, 
a -sufficient quantity of iron rails, chairs and spikes, to extend the 
track from the 'Tallahatehie river to Qxford, and from the present 
northern terminus of the southern division to the Williams Ferry 
road. ‘The cost of these materials amounting to $222,631 should 
be deducted from the above. estimated amount of $381,371 27—- 
leaving the.sum of $158,740 27 necessary to be expended for 
materials for the track and laying the rails from the Tallahatchie 
river to Water Valley and ما‎ extend the track to Teagues Ferry 
road on the southern division.

there has been expended for equipments now on the road, the sum 
of $124,449 68, leaving the sum of $340,650 32 to he hereafter 
expended for rolling stock, should it be found- necessary to obtain 
the quantity upon-which the estimate'is based. 
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The estimated cost of Depot buildings, engine houses, and répair 
shops, and other buildings, for the entire road when completed is. 
$140,707 22, of this sum there has been paid out $22,707 22, and 
there remains the sum of $118,000 to be hereafter expended for 
the discription of buildings, here referred to, whenever the neces- 
sities of the company may require them. 

I entertain no doubt, that by the time your road is completed, or 
very soon thercaftér, all the roiling stock, and buildings included 
in the estimate of your Chief Engineer, will be found requisite, and 
necessary for the efficient and economical operation ofthe road;; 
until such completion is effected, a much less quantity than is em- 
braced in his estimate will meet all the demands of the company, 
for efficient transportation of both passengers and freight. 

A contract for two thousand tons of iron rails has been made for 

*the track between Oxford and Water Valley, and between Wil- 

liams Ferry and Teagues Ferry roads. Seven hundred tons of this 

iron have recently been delivered in New Orleans. 

Contracts have also been entered into, for all the crossties that 
vill be required to extend the track to Water Vally, on the Northern 
Division, and to Williams Ferry road, on the Soutnern Division, 
and most of them ard now ready fur delivery. 

The number of locomotives, passenger, aud freight cars now on 
the track, with those for which contracts have been made, will fur- 

` nish ample equipments, for both divisions of your road until the 

track is extended north of Teagues l'erry road and south of Water 

Valley. ; 

Since your last meeting D. B: Molloy Esq. intending to remove 
from the state, has resigned the office of ‘Treasurer of the Gompa- 
ny, the duties of which, he has discharged with credit to himself, 
and with satisfaction to the directory almost from your first organi- 
zation, and I have conferred upon A. J. McConnico your efficient 
Secretary, the appointment of Treasurer, untill the vacancy. occa- 
sioned by the resignation of Mr: Molloy, shall be filled by the 
Board of Directors.

4n the two last annual reports I had the honor to submit for your 
consideration, I endeavored to direct the attention of stockholders 
to this subject-and solicit their co-operation with the directory in 
their efforts to obtain aloan on the bonds of the company. 

: No action was taken on -my recommendation, and no united ef. 
fort ofthe stockholders has been obtained to secure am object of 
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so much importance to their interest, and the successful, prosecution 
of the enterprize in which you are engaged. '. - "MIC AN 

The subject of selling the bonds of the company for the purpose . 
of supplying any ascertained deficiency in. thé amount of capital re. . 
quired for the successful completion and equipment of your road, is. 
not now presented tq,you for the first time. . UN 

Soon after the organization of the Company the subject was 
presented for your con ideration, and approved by a unanimous, 
vote of the stockholders. ‘Then it was expected that bonds to the 
amount of one million three hundred and fifty thousánd dollars 
would have to be issued, to secure the final completion of your work. 
The Directory were by you authorized to issue and sell that amount: 
and secure the payment thereof by a mortgage on all the present 
and futnre, to be acquired, property, effects and franchises of the, 
Company. Now, in consequence of aid obtained from the State,. 
and other sources not then anticipated, the Directory are of the 
opinion that it will not be necessary to sell the full amount they: 
are authorized to issue. Any reduction in the amount to be sold 
will impart additional value to those placed upon the market, inas- 
much as the security embraced'in the mortgage will remain un- 
changed. : ۱ 

But a small amount of the bonds of the Company have been sold, 
and the greater portion of those disposed of have been taken by. 
contractors in payment for materials and equipments, or for work 
executed on the road. : 

Several efforts have been made by the Directory to negotiate a 
sale of a sufficient amount of these bonds to enable them to prose- 
cute the work on your road more expeditiously than they have 
heretofore done, but no offer has been received for any considera. . 
ble amount of them that the Directory have felt themselves justified 
in accepting; nor have they met with discouragements at home 
or abroad, that should deter them from renewed efforts to accom- 
plish an object so necessary to insure a speedy completion of the 
work they have ih charge. 

That unsuccessful efforts have been made to dispose of your 
bonds on terms satisfactory to the Directory, should not be a matter. 
of surprise to any who reflect that during the past four years, twelve 
thousand eight hundred miles of railway have been constructed, at 
an expense of six hundred millions of dollars, and a large portion 
of this sum has been raised on the bonds of the several companies 
engaged in this herculean task. It is probable that the amount of 
this description of securities now held by the public is uot less than 
eight hundred million dollars, most of them having, in the first in-. 
stance, been purchased by speculating capitalists, in.large amounts: 
at the lowest price to which they could be reduced by operating on 
the necessities of those who placed them on the market, and then 
resold, at large profits to those who desire a safe and permanent 


investment. 
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. The. Directory 0” :your Company have been fully sensible'of the 
. depressing effects that such a large amount of floating public se- 
curities must have upon the market value of any new one, yet, be: 
lieving the. punctual payment of the principal and interest on. the 
bonds you have authorized to be issued, is secured beyond any rea- 
sonable deubt, they have been unwilling to press them -on a de- 
pressed money market, and. sell them at a price that. would materi- 
ally lessen the value of your stock investment. They have pre- 
ferred to make less progress with your work, thus prevent a sacri- 
fice on the sale of your bonds that’ they’ otherwise may have been 
compelled to make, and make another appeal to you to become the 
purchasers of them. 5 3 
It is for you.to determine if your interest will not. be best pro- 
moted by a sale of your bonds at a less price than has heretofore 
been p aced upon them, and look to the advantages and benefits to 
be derived. from the completion of your road, to reimburse you for 
any- loss you may sustain by such reduction. : 
If the price, of your company bonds is to be reduced, self-interest 
would seem to demand that they be taken by the stockholders, and 
thus « nable them to realise, on the purchase, a sum equal to the 
lo's on their stock originating from such reduction of price. 
You know the value ofthe security offered to secure the pay- 
“neat of these bonds; you see the progress of the work; you can 
ccrutinise its management alter as well as before completion, and 
can prospectively appreciate its benefits and impor‘ance. 
If you and other citizens of our State invest your capital in thege 
bonds to any considerabie amount, it will impart a confidence in 
in them that will almost insure favorable sales abroad, should you 
herzafter find it necessary to seek a foreign market for any portion 
of tiem: :

Of the 45 96.100 miles not graded, 26 98:100 have been more 
or less worked upon. Some of them nearly finished, about- three- 
fourths of all the work required to complete them is now done. Of 
the remaining twenty sections upon which ground has not yet been 
broken, eleven are in Carroll county, and have upon them 161,000 
yards earth-work--nine are in Holmes county with 268,000 yards 
earth work upon them.
